1937 Budget for 
Newton Schools 
Is $1,538,455 

The Newton School Committee held 
a meeting on Monday night and voted 
a budget of $1,538,455 for the coining 
year. This is an Increase of $37, 
490.27 over the 1936 budget. Most 
of the increase is caused by increases 
iu the salaries of school teachers ns 
a result of the step-rate advances. A 
few additional teachers will be re- 
quired for the coming year. It is es- 
timated that the number of pupils in 
Newton public schools will increase 
next year by about 250. In 1936 the 
enrollment was 134 more than in 1935. 
Among the larger items in the budget 
are — salaries. $276,600.85; fuel, power 
and water, $55,430; Trade School sal- 
aries, $64,752.72. 

The committee confirmed the ap- 
pointments of five new teachers. F. 
Eleanor Elliott was appointed art di 
rector for the Newton Schools. The 
olher teachers appointed were — Alice 
McGillivray oi 27 Fuller terrace, West 
Newton, special assistant at Mason 
onl; Mildred O’Toole of 21 Rogers 
st., Newton, special assistant at Burr 
and Angler Schools; Thomas F. Mc- 
Carthy, 20 Auburndale ave., instruc- 
tor in Trade School automobile shop. 
William Harrison who has been a 
teacher iu a Boston Trade School, was 
appointed an instructor in woodwork- 
ing at the Weeks School. He will 
take the place of James Hammond 
who resigned to accept a position at 
the Fitchburg Teachers College. These 
new teachers will start on their duties 
after the first of the year. 

Transfers of teachers authorized 
were: Marjorie Munsil. special assist- 
ant at Angler and Burr Schools to a 
grade teacher at Eliot School; Mar- 
jorip Buchanan from Mason School 
to Eliot School.

Judge Weed Dies 
Former Mayor Had 
Been 111 for Week 


Judge Alonzo R. Weed of the Mass- 
achusetts Superior Court died on 
Wednesday morning at his home, 149 
Park at.. Newton. He had been ill for 
a week with pneumonia. Judge Weed 
was born in Bangor. Maine, on Jan. 22, 
1867. the son of Alonzo S. and Esther 
(Marston) Weed. He came to Newton 
with his parents when a small child 
and since 1871 had resided in the 
same house. He graduated from New- 
ton High School in 1883, Harvard Col- 
lege in 1887 and Boston University 
Law School in 1890. He was admitted 
to the bar that year and formed a 
partnership with his brother. George 
Weed. In 1894 Mr. Weed became 
a member of the faculty of B. U. Law 
School, serving as an instructor in 
equity and jurisprudence. He con- 
tinued as a member of the faculty un- 
til 1913. part of the time acting as 
dean. From 1899 through 1903 Mr. 
Weed served as a member of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen, and was presi- 
dent of the Board in 1902 and 1903. 
In 1903 he was elected Mayor of 
Newton, serving during 1904 and 1905. 
From 1906 to 1919 he was a member 
of the Mass. Board of Gas and Elec- 
tric Light Commissioners, and from 
1919 to 1922 he was a member of the 
State Public Utilities Commission. In 
1922 Governor Cox appointed Mr. 
Weed a justice of the Superior Court. 

From 1892 until 1895 Mr. Weed was 
a member of the Massachusetts Naval 
Militia. He was a lifelong member of 
tlie Newton M. E. Church and one of 
the first members of the Hunnewell 
Club. He was also a member of the 
Tuesday and Eight O’clock Clubs of 
Newton, the Brae Burn Club, Harvard 
and Boston City Clubs. Judge Weed 
was a trustee and vice president of 
the Newton Hospital Corporation, and 
a trustee of Boston University. 

Judge Weed is survived by his wi- 
dow. Mrs. Charlotte (Atwater) Weed; 
a son. Alonzo R. Weed. Jr., of Wal- 
pole: a daughter. Mrs. Laurence Rich- 
ardson. of Concord: a brother, 
George M. Weed, of Copcord, and a 
sister. Mrs. Thomas H. Eckfeldt, of 
Cambridge. His funeral service will 
be held Thursday afternoon at 2:30 in 
the Newton M. E. Church. The services 
will be conducted by Rev. William 
Gunter, minister of the church, as- 
sisted by Rev. Charles Otto, former 
pastor of the church; Bishop Charles 
Burns, und Rev. Dr. Hartmann, editor 
of Zion’s Herald. Burial will be in 
Newton Cemetery.

A DIFFICULT TASK 


Government is always an interesting subject. It presents 
many new and intriguing problems. One of the most difficult 
tasks is the organization of the Massachusetts I egislature 
under a new leader. During the eight years that Leverett 
Saltonstall presided over the House of Representatives the 
problem became somewhat more simplified with each suc- 
cessive term as the groundwork of the organization was not 
materially changed. The organization of the lower branch 
of the incoming Legislature has been absorbing the attention 
of Representative Horace T. Cahill of Braintree, the next 
Speaker, for the past month. In all probability many of the 
committee chairmanships will be retained by those who served 
in that capacity under Speaker Saltonstall. Mr. Cahill was 
the Speaker’s chief aide in the work of the House and 
carried the title of Republican floor leader. The selection of a 
successor for this work is one of the most, if not the most per- 
plexing task facing the new Speaker. It takes little imagination 
to conceive of the difficulties encountered w’hen one con- 
siders that two hundred and forty members are divided into 
more than thirty committees. Add to this the prefeiences each 
member expresses and the desire of many members for im- 
portant assignments and one has a puzzle which presents more 
angles than a polyhedron. 




As we turn the page to a new year 
it would not ho amiss to glance hack 
( vor the past twelve months at the 
important events that took place in 
Newton during the old year. 

January The inauguration of Mayor 
Childs was the outstanding evjent ol 
the month with his return as chief 
executive after six years of private 
lire during the administration of 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks. The creation 
ol a $50,000 fund for high school 
scholarships by Mrs. Eugenia Brown, 
In memory of her son, Lieut. Staf- 
ford Brown, was another highlight. In 
the first month of 1936 Alderman 
Charles B. Floyd became president of 
the Board, George F. Fernald, chair- 
man of the School Committee. Lyscom 
A Bruce. Jr., permanent executive di- 
rector of the Community Chest, and 
Herbert M. Cole, president of the 
Newton Hospital. 


by automobiles rirrlng the year 
brought action from l ie aldermen with 
appointment of a committee to con- 
fer with the Mayor as to methods of 
promoting safety in Newton. 

December — The distribution of ti 
h allot containing information of can- 
idates for aldermen and school com- 
mittee at the city election was spon- 
sored by the Newton Citizen’s Ass’n. 
About 34 percent of the voters went 
to the polls to exercise their fran- 
chise. Subcommittees of the alder 
men reported favoring increased sal- 
aries for some of the city employees 
who were not classified properly ami 
favoring adoption of the two-platoon 
system and later consolidation of cer- 
tain fire stations. The aldermen again 
refused a petition for change of zone 
of the land on which the Martin Man- 
ufacturing Company's building stands 
In West Newton. As Governor Cur- 
ley's term drew near to expiration ho 
made a strenuous attempt to force 
Judge William F. Bacon to resign. 
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February -The Newton teachers’ as 
sociation flayed politics in the state 
organization which had endorsed the 
appointment of James G. Reardon as 
State Commissioner of Education and 
the Newton group threatened to with- 
draw from the state body. The win- 
tei carnival at Crystal Lake, attended 
by 5,000, was a great success.

A LONG PUBLIC SERVICE 

The death of Judge Alonzo B. Weed has removed a most 
valued public servant. For more than forty years he has 
been employing his talents to help others. Beginning in 1894 
as an instructor of law many students came under his influence. 
Near the end of the last century he was elected to the Newton 
Board of Aldermen and this service culminated in a term of 
office as Mayor of the city. Later he served for some years on 
the state commission dealing with utilities and in 1922 was 
chosen by then Governor Cox as a Justice of the Superior 
Court of Massachusetts. Throughout his career he also in- 
terested himself in various institutions and held many po- 
sitions as a trustee, vice-president or director. His modesty 
was outstanding. Never one to seek attention his very person- 
ality reflected the sincerity, honesty and idealism which char- 
acterized his every act.

March— The spring floods brought 
the Charles River to new high levels 
and many local organizations partici 
rated in flood relief work for places 
in Massachusetts that wero seriously 
affected. After completing a grand 
slam of all four big luterscholastle 
meets and all duel meets the Newton 
High track team was unable to com- 
pete in the Bowdoin interseholastie 
meet because of flood conditions mak- 
ing it impossible to make the trip in 
safety. A testimonial dinner to Thom- 
as W. White early in the month was 
another highlight. 

April— Passage of the annual 
budget of nearly $5,000,000 set the 
tax rate at $28.00, an increase or $1.20 
per thousand over 1935. The Increase 
was due to larger state, country, and 
metropolitan warrants. Many trans- 
fers were made of Newton police to 
other routes and posts. The Aider- 
men broke with Mayor Childs over 
the continuation of Richard W. Ellis 
and his position as director of Public 
Works. The All-Newton Music School 
observed its 25th anniversary. 


May — The formation of a Newton 
Taxpayers’ Ass’n and its affiliation 
with the State Federation was an- 
nounced. Principal Paul FI. Elicker 
of the high school was granted a leave 
of absence for a year V f ‘K' nn ^ n K * n 
September during which time he will 
conduct ;• survey of schools on the 
Atlantic Coast as part of a national 
survey of importance in the field of 
education. The probability and con- 
tinuation of low water level in the 
Charles River was ended us the state 
took over control of the Waltham 
dam. 


June — The largest class in the his- 
tory of the Newton High School, num- 
bering 671, received diplomas. The 
Newtonville Library Ass'n announced 
its initial drive for funds for a branch 
building in that village. At the close 
of the month the Town Crier, a news- 
paper in Newton Centre for nearly 
forty years, was purchased and con- 
solidated with the NEWTON GRA- 
PHIC. 

July — Traffic signals on Washington 
st. at Adams st. were placed in opera- 
tion culminating an attempt for some 
years to control traffic at this inter- 
section. The formation of a Newton 
Citizen's Association was announced. 
Its purpose was to promote good gov- 
ernment in Newton and to acquaint the 
citizens with facts concerning the can- 
didates for local offices. A new ordi- 
nance was passed by the Aldermen 
restricting the peddling of ice cream 
and such commodities on the streets 
of the city. 


August — The selection of George J- 
Martin as the "safest automobile 
driver in the state” reflected honor 
upon Newton. Mr. Martin later rep- 
resented Massachusetts at a confer- 
ence of other safe drivers from the 
other states of the Union in New 
York. Welfare costs were shown to 
be on the increase as more money for 
such purposes was appropriated by 
the Aldermen. Cump Frank A. Day, 
Newton Y. M. C. A. Camp for Boys 
at Brookfield, closed its 20th season. 
Mr. Frank L. Richardson of Waban 
gave land in thut village to the city 
for use as a playground. 


September— School attendance was 
shown to be greater than the year pre- 
vious as the schools opened after the 
summer vacation. The Stato primary 
election brought 41% of the voters to 
Hi" polls as interest In politics, grew. 
Dr. Oscar Martin, for twenty-five 
years a well known member of the 
high school faculty, died from heart 
failure while swimming at Rockport. 

October — The city accepted the be- 
quest of the Into Miss Elizabeth 
Speare of her estate on Washington 
st. The Community Chest announced 
it would open its annual campaign in 
November with a goal of $188,000. In- 
terest in politics continued to grow 
an the national election drew nearer 
with muny rallies being held In vari- 
ous purtu of tho city. 

Novembei — Tho usual big Republi- 
can majorities were polled in Newton 
l-i 91 percent of the voters balloted 
for president and vurious stuto of- 
fices. It was reported that tho city 
hud received nearly $500,000 in Fed- 
rul money on vurious projects uml 
for various purposes.

ON BIENNIAL ELECTIONS 

December 28, 1936. 

To the Editor, 

Dear Sir: 

Christmas festivities being over, 
there is now time to give attention to 
the subject suggested editorially in the 
GRAPHIC a fortnight ago, on which 
the editor invited comment from in- 
terested citizens.— the matter of local 
Biennial Elections. Apparently no one 
was interested last week, but that 
may havfc been on account of the holi- 
day rush; for It does seem that In a 
matter so important to the conduct 
of our city affairs, others besides this 
writer should have some opinions to 
express. 

The experience of those who work 
to get out the vote for city elections 
has been, sad to relate, that holidays 
have little to do with the general 
apathy and lack of interest. 

F'or many years, the writer has 
worked as a member of her ward com- 
mittee, at every national, state and 
city election, and it is fair to assume 
that her experience in getting out the 
vote is somewhat representative. It 
may be said that it is far easier to 
"work" a national or state election 
than it is to induce voters to come 
to the polls for their city. 

In answer to some of the telephone 
calls inquiring if people had voted, the 
following would often, only too often, 
come back over the wires: "I am not 
interested in the city election”; "I 
don’t care a bit who goes to the Board 
of Aldermen,” or still worse, "Why, is 
there an election? I had not heard a 
word about it." 

These are discouraging answers to 
receive when one realizes that the 
good government for which our city 
is justly proud is at stake, and most 
likely, these same people are the 
ones who, from an assumed vantage- 
point of superiority, declare they 
have no interest in politics. They do 
not realize that their indifference may 
enable an organized and militant mi- 
nority to get control of tho reins of 
government, and change Newton from 
the well-ordered city it is, to a type 
with which we are too familiar, where 
politicians are in office to get what 
they can out of office, and not to serve 
tho public good. 

Hear what one of the first citizens 
of Massachusetts, Dr. A. Lawrence 
Lowell, has to say about the creed by 
which he is living today. 

"If popular government gives to 
every man the privilege of serving 
his country, it also imposes on him 
the duty of doing so, so far as his 
circumstances will permit. Every man 
in America is hound to take an in- 
telligent interest in public affairs, and 
to hear a part of tho burden of govern- 
ment either in office or out. He ought 
to perform with eagerness his duties 
as a citizen, and make personal sac- 
rifices to check iniquity und promote 
honest, efficient administration and 
pure politics.” 

However, conditions being what they 
are in our city, I believe wo should 
face them realistically. I am there- 
fore very much interested in the Edi- 
tor’s suggestion of Biennial Elections. 
The City Clerk figures it costs the city 
approximately $3,000 to hold a city 
election in an off year, that is, in a 
year when a mayor is not up for elec- 
tion. In this year’s election, 12,734 
voters went to the polls; which means 
that It cost the city about twenty- 
three cents a vote to enable tho faith- 
ful to express their preferences for al- 
dermanic candidates. In 1934, 9,571 
voted, boosting the cost to approxi- 
mately thirty-one cents a vote. It 
seems to this voter and worker too 
much money and too much energy ex- 
pended on tho part of those who work 
to get the vote out. 

Tho only difficulty In tho way of 
Biennial Elections, it seems to me, 
is tho possibility of too great a turn- 
over in the Board of Aldermen In a 
single year. It would of course be 
highly undesirable, from tho point of 
view of efficiency, to 1m vo a new 
mayor and a complete new Board in 
om- year, if the ward aldermen wero 
eted biennially instead of yearly 
as at present, t his condition would ho 

possibility, hut a very remote one. 
It Is hardly conceivable that some al- 
dermen would not hold over, or he re- 
flected. That is something for the 
iolons at City Hall to work out. 

But on tho whole, It seems to this 
citizen to ho highly desirable, both 
from tho point of view of economy 
and especially as a guarantee of tho 
safety of our future governments, that 
our system bo changed from yearly 
to biennial elections.

The old 
year was danced out and the new one 
in, the whole evening being one of 
great enjoyment. 


A new expedient is being used to fill 
empty wells by connecting them with 
conductors from the euves of the roofs 
of houses. 


A couple men were riding through 
the streets of Ward 1 a few days ago 
in an intoxicated condition. They made 
some noise and were warned of the 
consequence of doing so by a police- 
man. Sobn after leaving him they be- 
came more boisterous than before* 
Upon hearing this Officer Hinds and 
Officer Adams took a team standing 
nearby, with the consent of the owner, 
and made chase. They had to pass 
the railroad crossing, a drove of cat- 
tle and several teams, but soon found 
a cleur road before them.

Neurly 200 pcM-sons attended tho 
meeting in Players Hall, West New- 
ton on Friday evening at which tho 
question of telephone service in this 
city, and West Newton in particular, 
was discussed. Mayor Hatfiold presi- 
ded and tho principal speaker was Ed- 
ward K. Hull, counsel for tho tele- 
phone company. Regarding tho reduc- 
ing of tho toll rate from West New- 
ton exchange to Boston from 10c to 6c, 
Mr. Hull said that the established 
rutes provide thut ull exchanges with- 
in 8 miles of Boston have a Gc rule 
and those between 8 and 15 miles huve 
a 10c ruto. Tho West Newton exchuuge 
in this respect is no different from 
other exchanges similarly situuted. 


^ Edward H. | 
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Judge Alonzo R. Weed lived in New- 
ton for 05 of the nearly 70 years of 
his life. Coming here as a small child, 
lie became intensely loyal to Newton. 
His home during ail those years was 
on Park st., almost opposite the Bige- 
low School from which he graduated 
and where for three score and flvo 
years he saw thousands of Newton 
hoys and girls receive their early edu- 
cation. F’or twenty years Judge 
Weed's home was directly across from 
the Burr Playground which is located 
on the former estate of his old neigh- 
bors. the Burr family. Judge Weed 
was reared and resided until his death 
In a locality which could not but stim- 
ulate a man of his character to love 
for Ills home city and to public serv- 
ice of a high character. 

He served Newton cnpnhly and hon- 
estly as Alderman and Mayor. He gave 
efficient and conscientious service to 
Massachusetts for many years as a 
member of Boards regulating public 
utilities, and for the post 14 years as 
a judge of the Superior Court. He was 
a man of deep religious convictions 
and a lifelong member of the Newton 
Methodist Episcopal Church. Digni- 
fied. serious, courteous, lie well repaid 
his city and State for the honors 
given him by the public offices to 
which he was elected and appointed. 

Newton figured prominently in 
news of State affairs the past week. 
The publicity over Governor Curley’s 
contemplated ouster of Judge Bacon 
and the death of Judge Weed were’ 
not the only matters in which Now- 
ton was concerned with the judiciary 
of the Commonwealth. Among the ap- 
pointments made by Governor Curley 
on Wednesday were those of Joseph 
E. Hargedon of Lawrence to he trial 
justice at Andover, and Frank Kopel- 
man of Chestnut Hill to he special 
justice in the FMrst District Court of 
Barnstable County. Mr. Hargedon, a 
native of West Newton, and a former 
member of the Newton police depart- 
ment, studied law, became a resident 
of Lawrence over a score of years ago 
and has achieved success in that city. 
Mr. Kopelman is a young man who 
has been a resident of this city for 
several years. The death of Judge 
Weed permitted the Governor to go 
through with his plan [to appoint 
Abraham C. Webber of Chestnut Hill 
as chairman of the State Public Utili- 
ties Commission. Lieut. Governor 
Hurley was also a candidate for this 
office, but the death of Judge Weed 
enabled the Governor to give Mr. Hur- 
ley the appointment to tb« Superior 
Court bench. 

Thousands of Newton residents 
will not approve the action of the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen in dismissing 
without the slightest discussion in 
open meeting the petition of John C. 
Moench of Waltham st.. West Newton, 
for an ordinance to prohibit long and 
continuous blowing of automobile 
horns in this city between the hours 
of 11 p. in. and 6 a. in. A large per- 
centage of Newton citizens believe 
that Mr. Moench might well have pe- 
titioned for an ordinance which would 
prohibit any blowing of automobile 
horns (except in cases of emergency) 
between the hours of 11 p. m. and 7 
a. m. Boston and other cities have 
passed ordinances of this type as de- 


terrents to inconsiderate or menn op- 
erators of automobiles. 

If the members of the Board of Al- 
dermen resided on a street whero 
there is even fairly heavy nutothoblle 
traffic as does the writer, and had to 
he disturbed night after night by au- 
tolsts sounding horns after midnight 
and during wee morning hours, these 
Aldermen would realize tho need of 
such an ordinance. It Is a regular hab- 
it of numerous autoists who travel 
along Pearl st. (and this Is equully 
true of many other streets in the 
city) to sound blaring automobile 
horns as they speed by Jackson rd. and 
other Intersecting streets nt all hours 
of the late night and early morning, 
even though there is not another car 
within a mile. Too many speeders use 
the horns on their cars in preference 
to slowing down while approaching in- 
tersections. 

And then we have those considerate 
autoists who blow the horns on their 
cars at midnight and after to inform 
other persons that they await outside 
some house. These pests are too 
lazy to alight from a car and ring a 
doorbell. 

At a recent meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen, Aldermnn Tem- 
perley called attention to the fail- 
ure of a special committee appoint- 
ed early this year to have made any 
report. This committee’s duty was 
to study the matter of the removal of 
snow from sidewalks in this city. 
Over half a century ago un ordinance 
was passed in Newton compelling the 
removal of snow from hard surfaced 
sidewalks in certain sections of the 
city within 24 hours following the 
end of a snowstorm. Prior to the 
days when automobiles became com- 
mon, and when most Newton resi- 
dents walked, the snow removal or- 
dinance was enforced. But, for many 
years it lias not been enforced. Even 
in business sections where store own- 
ers or managers have but 20 feet or 
less of sidewalk in front of their 
business places, snow and ice has 
not been cleared from tho sidewalks, 
and the police have permitted such Ig- 
noring of the snow removal ordin- 
ance. Even sidewalks adjoining city 
owned properties have not been 
cleared of snow as the ordinance 
specifies. 

During the past few winters when 
heavy snowfalls were frequent, those 
Newton residents who walk, have 
been compelled to travel on our 
streets. They could not walk on un- 
shovelled sidewalks, or sidewalks 
where ice made walking impossible. 
Walking on streets with automobiles 
moving swiftly on icy surfaces, cer- 
tainly is hazardous and has caused 
death and Injuries to many pedestri- 
ans in recent winters. Mr. Temperley 
was justified in reminding his col- 
leagues of their failure to make a 
report on this important matter. 

At the meeting of the Board last 
Monday night. Alderman Hutchinson, 
chairman of the special committee, 
made a progressive leport. Accord- 
ing to that report, instead of bring- 
ing about the enforcement of the old 
ordinance, the proposed ordinance 
would abolish compulsory removal of 
snow from sidewalks except in busi- 
ness and general residence zones. In- 
stead of improving conditions, it 
would make them worse. Instead of

* bout one Inch of rain a year. 


Mutiny at the Nore Was 

Partly Caused by Cheese 

The mutiny at the Nore in 1797 
was partly caused by cheese, ac- 
cording to a London, England, au- 
thority. 

Early in the Eighteenth century 
there was a statement as to the 
value of particular cheese for the 
navy. It was to the effect that one 
third of a pound of Cheshire cheese 
was equal to one pound of Suffolk 
cheese. 

What would appear to be a harm- 
less reference to the individual taste 
of the sailors of that time, was one 
of the principal causes of the mu- 
tiny, for the sailors, particularly 
those from Suffolk, much resented* 
that there should be any differen- 
tiation against them. 

Preserved food was introduced to 
the navy in 1840, when the Admi- 
ralty installed a plant at the Dept- 
ford Victualling yard. Some years 
later the issue of tinned meat co- 
incided with the murder of a child 
named Fanny Adams, whose body 
was cut up. 

From that day the navy called 
tinned meat “Fanny Adams.” 

In the mutiny at the Nore the 
ringleader, Richard Parker, styled 
himself “President of the Floating 
Republic.” He was hanged from the 
yardarm of his ship. 


President Grant Called 

Uncle Sam at West Point 

President Grant was named Hi- 
ram Ulysses, but by a curious error 
he became known in history as Ulys- 
ses Simpson Grant, writes a cor- 
respondent in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer. Y/hen he was about seven- 
teen years old he received his ap- 
pointment to West Point Military 
academy through Congressman 
Thomas L. Hamer. Grant had been 
familiarly known by his middle 
name, and Hamer, who was suffi- 
ciently acquainted with him to know 
that, gave the young candidate’s 
name as Ulysses S. Grant, Simpson 
being the maiden name of his moth- 
er. This circumstance was probably 
the origin of the error. 

Grant applied to the West Point 
authorities and later to the secre- 
tary of war to have the error cor- 
rected, but somehow it was never 
done. He did not press the matter, 
and his associates at West Point 
promptly adopted the initials U. S. 
and called him Uncle Sam, a nick- 
name he retained to some extent in 
the army. He was graduated in 1843, 
and his commission and diploma 
both styled him Ulysses S. Grant, by 
which name he was always after- 
ward known. 


Inquest On Death 
Of Prof. Powers 


An inquest wns held at tho Newton 
district court on Monday before Judge 
Weston on the death of Professor 
Harry Powers of 82 Church st., New- 
ton. Mr. Powers, who was 77 years of 
ago. was hit and fatally injured on 
the morning of Nov. 23, by an auto- 
mobile which swerved across Centre 
st., mounted the sidewalk near Church 
st., and pinned the aged man against 
a heavy wire fence alongside proper- 
ty which he owned. Tho car was 
driven by Ellis Sjulander of 138 
Beech st., Belmont. Before striking 
Mr. Powers, tho car had collided with 
an automobile driven by Charles Mays 
of Sutherland rd., Brighton. 

Sjulander stated that he was driv- 
ing southerly along Centro st. at a 
speed of about 15 miles and thought 
he could pass the intersection snfo- 
ly. Mays stated that he stopped his 
car before it entered Centro st. His 
car collided with that of Sjulander. 
Others who testified at the inquest 
were J. Edward Theriault of Bridge 
st.. Newton, who carried Mr. Powers 
to the hospital: Dominic Pinntedosl of 
Watertown, who was riding with 
Sjulander, and Inspector Burke of the 
Newton police, who investigated the 
case. 


French Flag Once Waved 

Over the State of Texat 

While it cannot be claimed that 
France ever owned what is now the 
state of Texas, it is true that early 
in history the French flag flew over 
part of that area, states a writer in 
the Detroit News. The only period 
during which the French held any 
of this territory was in 1685 and 
for a short time after, when La Salle 
landed at Matagorda Bay and es- 
tablished a colony on Lavaca river, 
which was soon abandoned. 
Alarmed by this unsuccessful 
French invasion, the Spaniards of 
Mexico established missions and 
forts in the territory, but many of 
fhese were given up and the Span- 
iards failed really to settle the coun- 
try prior to 1821, when the first col- 
onization by American families un- 
der Stephen Austin began. 

La Salle’s little French settlement 
in Texas was called Fort Saint 
Louis. Though he had claimed the 
territory for France, this claim 
could not be upheld after the colony 
was wiped out by disease and the 
Indians. Again, in 1802, when Na- 
poleon acquired the Spanish terri- 
tories which he sold later to the 
United States as the Louisiana Pur- 
chase, there is some evidence to 
show that he considered his pos- 
sessions to extend west of the Rio 
Grande. 


Irrigation Old 

Irrigation is as old as the first 
farmer. In ancient Egypt, as now, I 
the water of the Nile was stored 
during the annual overflow and dis- . 
tributed later through small ditches, 
notes a writer in the Washington 
Post. More than 1,000 years before 
Christ, the Babylonians had a great 
irrigation system, based on the | 
Tigris and Euphrates rivers, which 
enabled what is now a barren waste 
of sand to support a huge popula- 
tion. Palestine, with a scanty rain- 
fall, has always found irrigation 
necessary. China has 50,000,000 
acres under irrigation and India 55,- 
000,000. This is about double the | 
area of irrigated land in the United 
States. Japan, Australia, Italy, 
Spain, southern France and Mexico 
also depend on irrigation for much 
of their foodstuffs and most of the 
western part of the United States 
would be worthless for farming 
without it. 


Congressmen 

In popular usage the term con- 
gressman is applied to a member of 
the house of representatives; but 
officially, he is designated a repre- 
sentative, and a member of the sen- 
ate, a senator. Strictly speaking, 
however, a member of either the 
house or the senate might be called 
a congressman, because congress 
consists of two branches— the senate 
and the house of representatives. 
While this is technically correct, it 
is misleading, because the average 
person uses congressman when 
speaking of a representative, and 
this usage has become so well es- 
tablished that a senator is never 
called a congressman. 


“Parting of Ways,” Odd 

Celebration for Wales 

An odd annual celebration held in 
the mountain villages of Wales be- 
fore the “Hiring Fairs,” and an ob- 
servance similar to the American 
Halloween, is the “Parting of the 
Ways” and marks the end of the 
yearly contract between farmers 
and their hired hands. 

Older poe: le that evening sit 
about peat fires telling tales of the 
other days, while boys and girls 
celebrate their release from work 
by dressing in each other’s clothes, 
blackening their faces to frighten 
those about the fires and ducking in 
tubs of water for apples and small 
coins. 

This is a night of fun and merry- 
making, but the Hiring Fairs are 
more serious business. On those 
days young men and women who 
wish to hire out ior the next year 
assemble under the Town Clock in 
Aberystwyth, spending the early 
hours discussing their previous em- 
ployers. 

Farmers, too, wander about com- 
paring notes with one another, 
praising or condemning their old 
hired hands. Before long, however, 
all are busy discussing wages and 
contracts for yie coming year and 
by noon the hiring is almost over, 
the region of the Town Clock de- 
serted and Aberystwyth ready 
again to settle into its usual rou- 
tine. 


Deep Water Wells 

One of the deepest water wells 
in the world is at Putnam Heights, 
Conn. It goes down 6,004 feet, but 
yields only two gallons per minute. 
Another, at Passy, France, is 1,923 
feet deep and shoots 5,000,000 gal- 
lons a day to a height of 54 feet 
above the ground. Wells have many 
uses. They supply water for irriga- 
tion, and even for keeping hospitals 
warm. Some deep wells send up 
water which is hot the year round. 
One at Charleston, S. C., for ex- 
ample, spouts water which regis- 
ters 87 degrees. 


Cost of Statue of Liberty 
The famous Statue of Liberty, the 
concept of Bartholdi, the French 
sculptor, cost 1,000,000 francs ex- 
clusive of the cost of the pedestal 
(which was paid for in the United 
States), every sou of which was 
raised by popular subscription in 
France. The total cost of the sta- 
tue mounted, including the $300,000 
cost of the pedestal and foundation, 
subscribed voluntarily by American 
citizens, was $1,000,000. The statue 
in its youth was used as a light- 
house as well as a symbol, and not 
until 1902 was the care of the statue 
transferred to the War department. 
Miss Liberty became a national 
monument in 1924, but the military 
police who arc quartered at Fort 
Wood on Bedloc's island, still con- 
tinued to guard the statue until 1933, 
when the maintenance and guard- 
ianship of the statue was switched 
to the National Park service. 


ILind-Loom Weaving 
Hand - loom weaving is an art 
which dates back to the beginning of 
civilization. Its greatest impetus in 
the United States took place during 
the Revolution when our supply of 
fabrics from the mother coun- 
try was shut off. From then on, 
notes a writer in Successful Farm- 
ing, until factory-made cloth became 
so cheap it was developed 
sively. By the middle of the last 
century, only a few hand looms 
were still in operation, and these 
only in isolated mountain regions. 


Belongs to Poultry Family 

The Chacalacca. says a writer in 
the Los Angeles Times, is a mem- 
ber of the feathered clans and right- 
ly belongs to the Gallinae or poul- 
try family which includes the or- 
dinary domestic species, grouse, 
quail, turkey and pheasant. Any 
number of them are found in Mex- 
ico and Central America. The eye 
of the bird has Hie same anima- 
tion and fire as Hie game cock and 
Mexicans claim they light in a sim- 
ilar manner. We And them called 
the Texas Guan in some localities 
but the name Chacalacca is given 
because of their cry which sounds 
like the local name.

Called Wool Cotton for 

Many Years in Britain 

Very few of the millions of L?n- 
cashire folk who get their living 
from cotton ore aware of how it 
came to get that name. Yet the word 
cotton had made itself at home in 
Britain long before we began to im- 
port the hairs of the gossipium 
shrub, or cotton plant. Wool was 
called cotton six centuries ago, says 
a writer in Pearson’s Weekly. 

In the Fourteenth century, a col- 
ony of Germans were brought over 
from the continent by Edward III, 
and were sent to the village of Man- 
chester, amid country that was then 
wild and barren, to spin and weave 
woolen stuffs. Shirts in those days 
were woven of hair, and gowns were 
woolen. And for some 200 years, the 
woolen fabrics of Manchester were 
known to our ancestors as cotton. 

The words cot, cottage, cothouse 
and coast, besides cotton, all mean 
things laid alongside each other, like 
the straw in thatch, the fibres on 
thread and the sea and land along 
the shore. Many other things be- 
sides cotton have obtained their 
names from the way in which they 
are worked. 

About 250 years after the arrival 
of the German colony of “cotton” 
spinners of woolen stuffs, the hairs 
of the gossipium found their way 
into England from Turkey, and were 
wrought into Manchester goods. Al- 
though a vegetable had replaced an 
animal material, the old name of 
the manufacturing process stuck to 
the new fabric. 


Portland Vase Is Finest 

Cameo Cut Glass Relic 

The Portland Vase, celebrated an- 
cient Roman glass vase or cinerary 
urn, was found during the pontifi- 
cate of Urban VIII (1623-44) in a 
marble sarcophagus (of Alexander 
Severus, it is thought and his moth- 
er, Mammaea) in the Monte del 
Grano, near Rome. It was at first 
deposited in the Barberini palace at 
Rome and hence is sometimes called 
the Barberini Vase. It was bought 
in 1770 by Sir William Hamilton 
and in 1787 by the Portland family, 
who deposited it in 1810 with the 
British museum, where it has since 
remained, except for an attempted 
auction in May, 1929, at Christies. 
When no worthwhile bid was re- 
ceived it returned to Lhe possession 
of the duke of Portland, who an- 
nounced it would continue to be on 
view at the British museum. 

The vase was broken to pieces by 
a lunatic in 1845, according to a 
writer in the Philadelphia Inquirer, 
but the fragments were very skill- 
fully united again. The vase is 10 
inches high, with the ground of dark- 
blue glass, and the figure-subjects 
which adorn it are cut in cameo 
style in an outer layer of opaque 
white glass. It is the finest specimen 
of an ancient cameo cut glass vase 
known.

Tyne .le Martyr 

William Tyndale, fifty-six-year-old 
Welshman who was first to issue a 
printed edition of any part of Scrip- 
tures in English, was strangled and 
burned in Brussels because of it. 
Tyndale, a canon at Oxford, believed 
the Testaments should be made 
accessible to the common people in 
translations into their own tongue 
from the Latin and Greek of the 
scholars. Higher prelates held the 
common people were incapable of 
understanding and interpreting the 
Scriptures, and that making the Bi- 
ble available to anybody was pro- 
ductive of heresy. Unable to achieve 
his design in England, Tyndale had 
his translation of the New Testa- 
ment from Greek printed in Ant- 
werp, and copies were smuggled in- 
to England. But church members 
were forbidden to read them, and 
agents of the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury even nought up copies on 
the continent to destroy them. Fi- 
n a 1 1 y ecclesiastical authorities 
caused Tyndale’s arrest in Brus- 
sels, and saw to it that he and his 
aides were incinerated with all their 
works. 


Mme. Cresswell 

Mme. Cresswell was a woman of 
infamous character who bequeathed 
10 pounds for a funeral sermon in 
which nothing ill should be said of 
her. The Duke of Buckingham 
wrote the sermon, which was as 
follows: “All 1 shall say of her 
ia this — she was born well, she mar- 
ried well, lived well and died well; 
for she was born ot Shadwell, mar- 
ried to Cresswell, lived at Clerkcn- 
well and died in Bridewell.” 


Burns’ Toast 

Robert Burns, Scotland’s great 
poet, lived through the American 
Revolution and the period of the 
founding of the republic. He was no 
admirer of the English premier, Wil- 
liam Pitt, and once, in company, 
objected strongly to drinking to the 
toast, “the health of William Pitt,” 
but offered to drink to the toast of 
“the health of a greater and a better 
man, George Washington.”

Canadian Indians Cling 

to “Big Canoe” Legend 

The remnants of the Indians in 
the country surroundh.g Capes 
Trinity and Eternity, the high points 
on the Saguenay river, cling to the 
ancient belief that the ark or, as 
they term it. “the big canoe,” rested 
on the top of Cape Trinity, 2,000 feet 
above the level of the river which 
skirts its base, and was placed there 
by a flood which inundate'd the rest 
of tho earth, destroying nil life 
thereon, only the families of worthy 
Indians, as well as pairs of the 
various animals and birds, being 
preserved by the Great Manitou, 
whose guiding hand landed ‘‘the big 
canoe” on the last bit of earth left 
uncovered by water. 

The Indians also have a legend, 
states a writer in the Philadelphia 
Inquirer, which bears considerable 
resemblance to the casting of Satan 
and his rebellious followers out of 
paradise. According to the Indian 
tradition, the Great Manitou cast 
the ‘‘fallen angels” over the prec- 
ipice of Cape Trinity. All met death 
in the river below with the exception 
of the leader, who was so strong 
that the fall of 2,000 feet only crip- 
pled him. 

As this “angel” gathered strength 
he became the demon of the river, 
wrecking canoes, drowning peaceful 
Indians and wreaking havoc in gen- 
eral. 

Mayo, the father of the Indian 
race, decided to seek and vanquish 
him in a hand-to-hand encounter. 
The battle between the two was ter- 
rific, Mayo swinging the demon 
around his head and against the 
rock of Trinity with such force that 
the three great gashes in the moun- 
tain resulted from the contacts, so 
the tradition continues. Finally Mayo 
was victorious, crushing out the life 
of the demon and thus restoring 
peace and quiet to the beautiful 
waters of the Saguenay. 


Tradition of St. John’s 

Fires Faithfully Noted 

The prehistoric tradition of St. 
John’s fires in France, appropriated 
from paganism by Christianity, is 
faithfully observed, writes the Paris 
correspondent of the London Sun- 
day Observer. Boys and girls go 
round the village begging for fuel 
for the bonfire. A bunch of wild 
herbs at the top of a staff is set up 
in the middle. As the flames rise 
towards it, the girls of the village 
try to snatch a flower from it, just 
as it begins to be singed, or else 
they will throw a flower through 
the flames and try to save it, burned 
a little — for this is indispensable — 
but not burned up. To do so brings 
luck, and means marriage within 
the year. 

The old people carry away one of 
the scorched embers and keep it. 
They will even sprinkle it with holy 
water. Others will scatter a few 
sparks from the fire over the hen- 
roosts. This will make the chickens 
healthy, according to the tradition. 


Form of Indian “Adoption” 

One form of “adoption,” not un- 
common among the Ohio Indians, 
was instituted by old squaws who 
had lost their husbands and who 
could not find a new one available 
in their own tribe. The woman 
would have a party of men go out 
and capture a white man, prefera- 
bly a white leader, and bring 1 *.m 
to her. At the Indian camp, amid 
ceremonies that would sometimes 
last for four or five weeks, the white 
man was not only adopted into the 
tribe but formally married to the 
old squaw. One phase of the cere- 
mony was the immersion of the new- 
comer in a stream so that the white 
blood might be washed from his 
veins. If the captive refused to 
marry the squaw he was put to 
death, so he usually consented, but 
at the first opportunity would es- 
cape to his former home. 


Purified With Mud 

Ancient Greek priests purified sin- 
ners by smearing them with mud. 
Mud pressed together by tremen- 
dous pressure becomes slate, which 
is used to roof buildings, make black- 
boards, crayons and many other 
articles. Certain wasps, called daub- 
ers, use mud to build their nests. 
Men have even made adobe houses 
of it. The floor of the ocean is cov- 
ered with great mud deposits. Most 
of these are blackish-blue, but some 
are brown; others red, blue or green. 
Nature traps animals in mud, 
which preserves their bones. Scien- 
tists dig up the bones and read the 
secrets of the past. 


Scent Attracts Animals 

Many fur-bearing animals, such 
I as the marten, mink and fisher, are 
1 far too wary to go near a trap set 
in the ordinary way. To catch them 
a scent is necessary. This is made 
from many different substances, 
such as musk, asafetida. oil of anise 
: (a plant of the parsley family), and 
| common fish oil. Trails of these 
scents are laid from all directions 
to the trap. When the fur-bcarer 
comes along, it smells the scent, 
which is sprinkled •aringly on tree 
trunks and bushes, and follows the 
trail until it steps into the trap.

Florida Train

Aldermen Hold 
Final Meeting 

For 1936 


The last regular meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen for 1936 was held 
on Monday night. President Floyd 
opened the meeting at 7:65 and all 
members were present except Alder- 
| man Inches. 

! No opposition appeared against n 
petition of tile Edison Company for a 
transfer of ownership of poles on Wa- 
tertown and Bridge sts.. Nonantnm, 
heretofore jointly owned with the tel- 
ephone company; a petition of the 
Boston Elevated Company for a 
franchise to operate motor vehicles 
for a short distance on Boylston st.. 
near the Brookline line; and a peti- 
tion of tlie C. F. Eddy Company to 
increase storage of fuel oil at the rear 
of ini Washington st.. West Newton, 
from 30.000 to 45.000 gallons. Later in 
tlie meeting all of those petitions 
were granted. 

Appropriations passed at tlie meet- 
ing included - Playground Depart- 
ment. $700; Water Department, main- 
tenance of trucks. $500; Welfare De- 
partment. for poor outside of infirm- 
ary, $11,000: drain for brook near 
Dickerman rd.. $1530; payment for 
land damage to Walter Johnson, Fern- 
croft rd„ Wnban. for sewer easement. 
$11,000 for welfare relief made 
the total for this type of relief $276,- 
000 for 1936. The Board also author- 
ized a bond issue of $100,000 for sew- 
ers and a $100,000 bond issue for 
streets. Alderman Bowen, for tlie Fi- 
nance Committee, explained that the 
money received through these issues 
will be largely used in work next 
year, but by authorizing tlie bond 
issues now. it will prevent the legal 
requirement of $43,000 being taken 
from tax levies the coming year for 
each of these purposes, and thus will 
aid in keeping the 1937 tax rate lower. 

The Licenses Committee recom- 
mended the granting of a permit for 
a 3-car garage to Charles Wing at 98 
Homer st. Alderman Colby stated 
the lot at this address is 195 feet 
deep. Edward Hulloran was given a 
permit to erect a 1-car garage at 95 
Dedham st. in addition to a 2-car 
garage now there. 

On recommendation of the Claims 
and Rules Committee the Board voted 
leave to withdraw on a number ot 
claims. That of Annie Moran for in- 
juries received when she fell on a 
sidewalk was refused because it is con- 
tended that the street where the ac- 
cident occurred was not opened for 
public travel. Andrew Lakan’s claim 
for damage to his car caused by a 
collision with the service truck of the 
Fire Department was refused. Aider- 
man Cronin stated that he understood 
there had been promise of an agree- 
ment by the driver of the city owned 
truck to make a settlement. Eleanor 
Fleming of Wellesley who sought dam 
ages because of an injury received 
v hen the car in which she was rid- 
ing hit an alleged defect on Cherry 
si., also was unsuccessful. It was 
stated that the alleged defect consist- 
ed of a temporary bridge over an ex- 
cavation. and that red lights had been 
placed there. Dr. Richard Norton of 
Oxford rd . Newton Centr< lost his 
claim for damages. Last March the 
cellar at his house became tilled witli 
sewage which hacked in through a 
toilet there. It was contended that 
the city was not to blame. Others 
whose claims were refused were — Jo- 
sephine Rogers for damage to prop- 
erty at 156 Tremont st., Newton, 
caused by a boiler collapsing when 
water was shut off; Fred G. Howe. Jr. 
for damage to automobile caused by 
an alleged defect in a street. 

Sarah Braitlnvaite of Central st., 
Auburndale, fared better in her claim. 
She was awarded $125 tor an injury 
received when she stepped off a high 
curbing at Central st. and Maple ave.; 
said curbing being set on a slant. 
Charles Cuntelli was awarded $5 for 
damage to his car. Pieces of rock 
from a blast near the new Oak Hill 
School hit the vehicle. 

On recommendation of tlie Claims 
and Rules Committee the Board voted 
“no action necessary” on tlie petition 
of J. C. Moench of 432 Waltham st. 
that an ordinance be passed which 
would prohibit long and continuous 
blowing of uutomobile horns between 
11 p. m. and 6 a. m. 

On recommendation of the Claims 
and Rules Committee the zoning ordi- 
nance was amended to include tlie 
east side of Chapel st. between Wa- 
tertown and California sts. in the area 
of Nonantum changed from manufac- 
turing to private residence zone. Al- 
derman Rawson explained that this 
section had been originally included 
in tlie change, but action on it was 
deferred to give tlie Raytheon Com- 
pany a chance to purchase land there 
for parking spaces. As the company 
did not buy tlie land, the cliange was 
made to protect owners of residences 
along the street. 

Two petitions for zoning changes 
were received. One from Antonio Ac- 
cettullo is for changing two lots on 
Eliot st., Newton Upper Falls, near 
Eliot ter., from private residence to 
business zone. The other is from the 
West Newton Co-operative Bank and 
seeks to change parcels of property 
ot 619, 629, 649 Washington st., and 
9, 17, 18 and 24 Craft st. from gen- 
eral residence to business zone. A 
number of Hlmilur petitions for such 
cliunges were received in past years 
from former owners of these proper- 
ties. These petitions wore consistent- 
ly refused. 

Alderman II ill reported that the spe- 
cial committee appointed to consider 
truffle conditions in Newton needs fur- 
ther time to study tills problem. Al- 
derman Hutchinson reported that Hie 
special committee, appointed nearly a 
year ago, to consider the question 
of snow removal from sidewalks, also 
needs more lime, lie said that in- 
quiries had boon sent to 22 cities uiul 
towns to find out what they do re 
guiding thin matter. Seventeen had 
sent hack answers. Some compel the 
removal of snow; others do not.

Phillip T. Murphy, 21. of 51 Bourne 
st., Auburndale, was killed about 7 
o’clock Tuesday morning when a small 
coupe he was driving crashed into a 
tree Just over the Boston line on Bea- 
con st. near the reservoir. The im- 
pact of the collision badly wrecked 
the front of the car, pushed the motor 
back onto the gasoline tank, and ig- 
nited the fuel. The automobile at 
once became a mass of flames. A 
woman residing nearby telephoned 
Newton police headquarters, and a 
passing motorist sent an alarm 
which brought Engines 3. 7 and 9 and 
Ladder 2 of the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment. Two Newton police cruising 
cars quickly reached the scene. Ser- 
geant Bannon and Patrolman Green 
made an effort to rescue the body of 
young Murphy from the burning car, 
but the doors were so jammed that 
they could not be opened. 

The youth, whose mother is dead, 
resided with his father, Thomas J. 
Murphy: and two sisters — Katherine 
F. and Mary J. Murphy. He gradu- 
ated from Newton Higli School in 
1933 and then attended Boston Col- 
lege for a year. Since then he had 
been employed for a time by G. Wil- 
bur Thompson, Newton Centre 
plumber, for whom his father worked; 
and at a gasoline station in Auburn- 
dale. For the past six weeks he had 
been in the employ of John S. Frank 
lin. publisher of the Newton Times, 
and it was a car owned by Mr. Frank- 
lin that the young man was driving 
when the fatal accident occurred. 

The young man’s funeral service 
was held this morning at Corpus 
Christ! Church. Auburndale. Burial 
was in Calvary Cemetery.

The inauguration exercises of the 
Newton City Government for 1937 
took place at City Hall on New Year's 
Day at 3 o’clock. About 75 persons 
were present in the audience which 
witnessed the formalities. The meet- 
ing was called to order by City Clerk 
Grant and Alderman Bowen was 
chosen temporary chairman. All the 
Aldermen were present except Alder- 
men Hutchinson and Goddard. Of 
thn members of the School Commit- 
tee, Klrtley Mather was absent. 

Aldermen Bowen appointed Alder- 
men Hill. McCabe and Rawson as a 
committee to escort Mayor Childs to 
the rostrum. He was accompanied by 
Rev. William Gunter of the Newton 
M. E. Church, who delivered the pray- 
er. Mayor Childs then gave the oath 
of office to the Aldermen-elect and 
school committee members-elect. 
The Aldermen who were inducted 
into office for the first time included 
Fahey of Ward 1, Gaddis of Ward 3 
and Bacon of Ward 4. The Mayor 
then delivered the following lengthy 
address: 

The depression is over. We can 
see the sunshine ahead. Recovery 
will be gradual but sure. As a re- 
sult of the depression, many difficult 
problems face the individual, the mu- 
nicipality, the state and the nation. 
Until the President of the United 
States speaks, no one can predict 
what Is in store for us by way of help 
in solving our problems. 

As we meet to organize for muni- 
cipal business, I wish for each one 
of you and for all our people a happy 
.and helpful New Year. 

My thanks go out to members of 
last year’s Board of Aldermen. School 
Committee, members and trustees of 
all boards and commissions, heads of 
departments and to every city employ 
ee for the co-operation which they 
have given me and the service ren- 
dered our citizens during the year 
just closed. 

We have been chosen to serve a 
city which we are proud to call our 
home, and I welcome you to our com- 
mon tasks. \Ve are directly charged 
with the management of the govern- 
ment of this city and the protection 
of the interests of all the people with- 
in its limits. This condition creates 
grave responsibilities which we fully 


appreciate and demands watchful 
care and conscientious economy. 

For our inspiration and encourage- 
ment, let ns remind ourselves that 
we are the successors of and debtors 
to all of those who have served this 
city from the beginning. We, with our 
fellow citizens, are the reapers of the 
fruits of the labors and perseverance 
of the men of those earlier days whose 
honesty and integrity as public serv- 
ants laid the foundation upon which 
what we call the City of Newton is 
built. 

At this time I pay my tribute of 
love and respect to one of such, Ex- 
Mayor Alonzo R. Weed, who has so 
recently passed over into that other 
city which lies beyond the streams 
of faith. A product of Newton 
Schools, and of his church, a man of 
the highest character, loving and 
loved, a good citizen, an ideal pub- 
lic servant, an upright judge. 

Will you rise In your places as we 
pay our silent tribute to his memory, 
his work and worth. 

In earlier days no man was so en- 
grossed in his own business but could 
find time to devote to public concern. 
Today our city with its large popula- 
tion, growing and bound to grow still 
larger, with its vast and varied Inter- 
ests needs the same care as it did In 
days which are gone. 

Bricks and mortar may make a 
large city, but the encouragement of 
those things which elevate and puri- 
fy, the exaction of the highest stan- 
dards of integrity in official places and 
the constant active interest on the 
part of all the people in municipal 
government are all needed to make a 
great city. 

And in the building of such a city, 
let us never forget that the strength 
of any city doesn’t lie wholly in 
schools and in education. In labor and 
industries, or even in her patriotism or 
her charities but that it lies in the 
character of her citizens. 

Let us rejoice then and take pride 
in the number of churches and char- 
acter building organizations under 
whose influences young people are 
learning their duty to God, their fel- 
lows and the State.

The eyes of business, industry, finance, and the citizenry of 
the country were on Washington this week where Congress 
convened and the President’s message was eagerly awaited. 
This eagerness was well-defined in two directions. That of the 
enthusiastic followers of the administration as to the plans for 
the future to coincide with the progress that the New Deal 
is claimed to have made and that of many doubters who an- 
ticipated with mixed emotions of fear and hope, that a more 
conservative course would be adopted. While there is no 
absolute assurance that the NRA would not be revived it was 
noteworthy that no specific ideas were suggested along these 
lines. Many will agree that the main objectives of the fam- 
ous Blue Eagle were excellent but that it attempted to do too 
much. It hampered the small businessman and locally the 
belief that no further handicaps in this direction are anticipat- 
ed is the essentially important angle. An enlightened view of 
the problems of the day is in order. Such views must recog- 
nize the trend of our economic course and we cannot fail to 
take into consideration that times have changed. Changed ma- 
terially from a generation or even a decade ago. 


A NEW DEAL IN MASSACHUSETTS 

New precedents were set this week on Beacon Hill as a 
retiring Governor walked from the State House with bands 
blaring and crowds cheering. The event marked the end of a 
term which has been characterized by tactics and methods 
never before experienced in the government of the State of 
Massachusetts. A new Governor has taken up the reins. A 
spirit of harmony already has begun to manifest itself. And 
indications are noted that the new administration will return 
to the more reasonable, more orthodox, and sounder ways of 
government which kept the Ship of State in the forefront of 
the states of the union. A new deal that seemingly will also 
be a square deal is coming to Massachusetts. 


NO “PORK-BARREL” HERE 

One of the striking features of Mayor Childs’ address to the 
incoming Board of Aldermen last week was recognition of 
many improvements that are needed in various parts of the 
city. As the Mayor points out, however, many of them are 
costly projects and must necessarily wait. He leaves the 
selection of those projects to be started and carried to com- 
pletion to the members of the Board of Aldermen. In many 
cities such a proposal would lead to much “pork barrel” legis- 
lation with members from certain districts obtaining votes for 
certain accomplishments in return for votes for schoolhouses, 
parking places or the like in other sections. Such a procedure 
is not of serious imminence in Newton as the members of our 
Board of Aldermen feel their distinct responsibility to the city 
as a whole and not to one particular section.

lug in 1907, lie was made Clerk of the 
Corporation and in January. 1918, he 
was elected its President. His admin- 
istration covered one year of the 
World War, the years of post-war ad- 
justment and abnormal prosperity and 
the years of depression from which 
we are just now emerging. During 
this period violent changes in real 
estate and security values have taken 
place, the gold standard was dis- 
carded. the dollar was devalued. Gov- 
ernmental ageucles to an unprece- 
dented degree took over functions or- 
dinarily performed by the banks. 
Great numbers of banks, corporations 
ami individuals were obliged to li- 
quidate with enormous and irrepar- 
able losses. 

M ln January, 1918, new olllcers 
were chosen, u new course charted 
and carefully followed by the bank. 
In the considering of whom to ask 
to assume the difficult and serious re- 
sponsibility of leadership the fortu- 
nate choice fell upon Judge Bacon, ami 
he with some reluctance accepted the 
tusk. 

“Born in Newton, the sou of Jo- 
seph N. Bacon an uble business mun 
and a pioneer in banking in Newton; 
trained and experienced us u law- 
yer umi already a Judgo of the Dis- 
trict Court, he wus widely known und 


well regarded as a man of strict in- 
tegrity and sound judgment. He 
brought to his new position not only 
high qualities of character and intel- 
lect hut also the legal and business 
training so valuable in the perform- 
ance of the duties of his office und 
so helpful in retaining the full con- 
ildence of the depositors of the bank. 

“Judge Bacon was very conscienti- 
ous in the discharge of his duties at 
the hank. He was regular and punc- 
tual in attendance at all meetings, 
careful and deliberate in arriving at 
conclusions and then linn as a rock 
in holding to them. He 1ms an almost 
inordinate fondness for the word ‘ad- 
here’ when there is a question of 
changing a decision apparently well 
made. In the many difficult problems 
of balancing the rights of tin* deposi- 
tor against the needs of the distressed 
borrower he has been the considerate 
friend of each hut firmly insistent up- 
on as complete and prompt perform- 
ance of obligations Incurred as wus 
possible. Yet, despite the serious- 
ness of his work and the dignity of his 
mien all his dealings have been 
lightened and relieved by frequent in- 
terpolations from an irrepressible 
store of kindly humor. 

"While, in common witli all other 
banks, large losses have been in- 
curred, substantial guins have also 
been realize^ And if. in looking hack, 
it is easy to see possible improve- 
ments, it Ik also true thut there has 
never been a time during Judge Ba- 
con’s administration when uny de- 
positor has hud Just cause for anxie- 
ty for the sufety ol’ his deposit. 
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Tho election of Senator Samuel H. 
Wragg of Needham ns president of 
the State Senate and of Representa- 
tive Hornce T. Cahill of Braintree ns 
Speaker of the House marked the 
opening of the 1937 session of the 
Legislature on Wednesday morning. 
Fcllowing the election of presiding 
officials and other perfunctory busi- 
ness came the announcement of the 
committee appointments. Senator Ar- 
thur Hollis of Newton was named 
Chairman of the joint committee of 
the Senate and House on Metropoll 
tan Affairs, a member of the Senate 
Rules committee. Senate Ways and 
Means, ana Mercantile Affairs. Tho 
Newton Senator is one of several vet- 
eran Senators of several terms. 

In the House, Speaker Cahill, suc- 
ceeding former Speaker Leverett Sal- 
tonstall of Chestnut Hill, ns the pre- 
siding officer named Representatives 
Clarence S. Luitwieler and William 
B. Baker to their same committee po- 
sitions as in the past four years. 
Representative Luitwieler will again 
be House chairman of the Committee 
on State Administration and a mem- 
ber of House Elections. Rep. Baker 
again will be second ranking mem- 
ber of House Ways and Means which 
will again be headed by Representa- 
tive Albert F. Bigelow of Brookline. 
Representative Brimblecom, clerk of 
the Committee on Power and Light 
and a member of the Committee on 
Public Service was made chairman of 
Engrossed Bills and reselected as a 
member of the Power and Light Com- 
mittee. Representative Douglas B. 
Francis, elected to the seat formerly 
held by Speaker Saltcnstall, was 
named a member of the Committee 
on Banks and Banking. 

An amusing incident on Wednesday 
morning came when Speaker Cahill 
named Representative Baker as a 
member of a committee of ten to in- 
form Governor Curley that the House 
had organized. Mr. Baker, one of 
the most outspoken of the Governor’s 
critics during the past two years, was 
later the subject of considerable josh- 
ing from many members.

Bandit At Newton 
Liquor Store 

Monday night a young man wear- 
ing spectacles entered the liquor 
store of Fred S. Moore on Washing- 
ton st., near Bacon st., Newton, bran- 
dished a revolver and ordered Fred S. 
Moore, Jr., manager of the store to 
hand over the contents of the cash 
register. Moore, instead of obeying, 
dropped behind the counter and 
crawled into a rear room, locking the 
door. The bundit followed, shook the 
door and then fled. He is supposed to 
have been tho same robber who took 
a taxi a few minutes later from New- 
ton to Watertown, and who robbed a 
liquor store in that town of $75 after 
pointing a piBtol at the clerk.

Scheinfain Charge 
Against Police 

(Continued from page 1) 

Scheinfain and his brother, Ever- 
ett Scheinfain (alias Shepard) resi- 
ded for about eight years at 41 Wash- 
ington st., Newton. They were sons 
ot Mr. and Mrs. Nathan Scheinfain. 
Their father conducted a furniture fac- 
tory on Chapel st, Nonantum. Mrs. 
Scheinfain died in 1929 following a 
long illness. Her daughter some 
months previously was fatally burned. 
While attending her mother, the girl’s 
clothing caught afire from an alco- 
hol lamp. Everett Scheinfain was 
captain of the Newton High School 
football team in 1927. 

Nathan Scheinfain died in 1931 and 
Ills two sons took over the manage- 
ment of tho furniture factory. Not 
long after, on June 23, 1931 the Schein- 
fain home at 41 Washington st. was 
the scene of a fire. When the fire- 
men arrived at the house they found 
two separate fires in progress in dif- 
ferent parts of the building. Tho fire 
was of incendiary origin. On July 6, 
1932, a fire of incendiary origin oc- 
curred in the furniture factory at 39 
Chapel st., operated by the Schein- 
fains. 

The Scheinfains moved from the 
Washington st. residence several 
years ago and little was heard of 
them by Newton people until they 
became involved in the white slave 
charges. Somewhat over a year ago 
Everett Sclieiufain had his name le- 
gally changed to Shephard. On the 
first of January, 1936 the Scheinfains 
leased an apartment at 22 Park st., 
Newton. On January 16th an anony- 
mous letter was received at Newton 
police headquarters telling that a 
young girl was living at the placo 
with Alfred Scheinfain and indulging 
in immoral relations. On January 
25th a second anonymous letter was 
sent to the Newton police. Chief 
Hughes assigned Inspectors Burke 
and King to the case. Theso two ser- 
geants watched tho house for several 
(lays and nights hut saw nothing sus- 
picious. On the night of January 
27th at 8.30 the two policemen en- 
tered the apartment occupied by the 
Scheinfains and found a young girl 
there who answered the description 
of the girl mentioned in the anony- 
mous letters. She claimed to he em- 
ployed by Scheinfain as a housekeep- 
er and stated she was 18 years old. 
Burke and King placed the girl under 
arrest on the technical charge of be- 
ing a stubborn child. She was taken 
to headquarters at West Newton and 
after being questioned at length, ad- 
mitted her name was Toth, that she 
had been lured away from her home 
in Passaic. New Jersey, and that she 
was only 15 years old. 

As a result of tho admissions made 
by the Toth girl to the Newton police, 
Burke and King, the officers obtained 
a warrant for Alfred Scheinfain’s ar- 
rest. The) went to 22 Park st. the 
following morning but found that 
Scheinfain had fled. He remained in 
hiding until July 7 of last year when 
he was captured by Burke and King 
at Alexandria, New Hampshire, a 
small settlement in the hills above 
Newfound Lake. 

After the Newton police arrested 
tlie Toth girl they notified Federal 
authorities the following day, on Jan- 
uary 28 and Department of Justice 
men came to Newton and questioned 
the girl. As a result Federal indict- 
ments against Alfred and Everett 
Scheinfain and the latter’s wife fol- 
lowed and the two brothers received 
jail sentences. Everett Scheinfain 
was given a suspended sentence in 
the Federal court, but received a jail 
sentence in the Superior Court of 
Norfolk County at Dedham. Cliurges 
made by Alfred Scheinfain ugnlnst 
Brookline police have resulted in ac- 
tion by District Attorney Dewing of 
Norfolk County. 

Tho later charge made by Schein- 
fain against some supposed member 
of the Newton police is discounted by 
the prompt action taken by the Now- 
tun police in following up the infor- 
mal ion received in tho anonymous 
letters. As a matter of fact tho evi- 
ch nee in the possession of tho Newton 
police at tliut time was so vague, that 
they made tho entrance on Scliein-

The occupants of the other apartments 
at 22 Park st., all respectable people, 
had no knowledge of anything wrong 
transpiring in the house. The allega- 
tion thut tlie place was being resort- 
ed to hy many as a disorderly house 
during the short time the Scheinfains 
resided there was not borne out hy 
facts The anonymous letters received 
hy the Newton police which led to 
tho arrest of the Scheinfains wero 
supposedly written hy Alfred Schein- 
fain’s wife.

Mayor Childs inaugural address on 
January 1st was of considerable 
length, but much of it consisted of de- 
tailed matter relative to the assessing 
system used In Newton. The Mayor 
also renewed one feature which char- 
acterized his addresses in former 
years — platitudes to city employees 
and officials who had been pensioned, 
or who died within the past year. 

Some parts of the Mayor’s address 
were of especial interest to the writer. 
One such part wns tho statement of 
the Mayor that — "I recommend the ap- 
pointment of a joint committee of 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
and the School Committee be appoint- 
ed to study the needs of our schools 
for the next ten years. The report 
of such a committee would be most 
helpful In planning for the future.” In 
conjunction with this part of the May- 
or’s address were three of the many 
suggestions he made for improvements 
which may be made in 1937, viz; — “Ac- 
quisition of land for the new Franklin 
School and a new schoolhouse; ac- 
quisition of land and a new school 
to replace the Eliot and Lincoln 
Schools; a new trade school." These 
improvements were but three of nine- 
teen suggested by the Mayor. They 
were preceded by suggestions that the 
two-platoon system for firemen he 
adopted, and that fire stations on the 
North and South sides of the city he 
consolidated. The Mayor commented 
that the nineteen improvements he 
suggested as being needed, were not 
named in order of importance. 

Two years ago the School Commit- 
tee made a careful study of the needs 
of Newton schools to formulate a 10 
year program. As a result of that 
study it was decided that the thing 
most needed was a new school to re- 
place the antiquated Franklin School 
at West Newton, a school which does 
not provide proper or modern accom- 
modations for the children in that dis- 
trict, and is much too small. Pupils 
who shouhl be housed there have to 
go either to the Davis School or the 
Pierce School, the latter across Wash- 
ington st., on the South side of the 
R & A. tracks. The second most 
needed thing according to that sur- 
vey of the School Committee was an 
addition to the Angler School at Wa- 
ban. The third most needed improve- 
ment, according to that survey — was 
a new* school to replace the 82 year 
old Lincoln School at Pearl and Thorn- 
ton sts., Newton, and the 51 year 
old Eliot School on Pearl st., these 
two schools to be replaced hy one 
school building located somewhere be- 
tween the two. 

Tho School Committee about two 
years ago submitted the results of its 
survey to Mayor Weeks. But, instead 
of following the recommendations, 
new school buildings to replace the 
Franklin, Lincoln and Eliot Schools 
were sidetracked and a new school 
building for the Oak Hill district was 
given preference. The Board of Al- 
dermen of 1935 concurred in the mat- 
ter of giving Oak Hill preference. Al- 
derman Guzzi protested as the repre- 
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sentative from the section where the 
old Franklin School is located. The 
| Ward 1 Improvement Association, 
, through Its president, Miss Julia Ene- 
, gess, sent a letter of protest because 
j of tho turning aside of the new school 
to replace the Lincoln and Eliot 
Schools. This was followed by pro- 
tests from the three Ward 1 Alder- 
men, Akins, Barwise and McCabe. 
Promises were made to these dissent- 
ing aldermen that new schools for 
West Newton and Ward 1 would fol- 
low In tho near future. 

In Mayor Child’s inaugural address 
on January 1, 1936 he said— "The ten 
year plan, so-called for replacements 
of the old Franklin, Elliot and Lin- 
coln School houses should bo followed, 
and the sooner the better.” The ten- 
year plan the Mayor referred to Is 
that which we refer to. Sites had 
been selected for these two new 
schools by the School Committee. 
Why does the Mayor now recommend 
another committee to make another 
survey? Is It because he wants 
to further postpone the erection 
ol the long needed schools to re- 
place the old Franklin, Lincoln and 
liiot Schools? Of course by not 
building the two new schools this 
year, the coming tax rate would be 
lower, and a low tax rate is a nice 
campaign argument to have in an elec- 
tion year. 

The people who live in that part of 
Ward 3 served hy tlie Franklin School 
ami that part of Ward 1 served by tne 
Lincoln and Eliot Schools have been 
more than patient. Such antiquated 
schools would not have been tolerated 
by residents of other parts of thi 
city. For the past 10 years parents 
oi Ward 1 children have been reason- 
ably requesting a new school, have 
been assured that one would be bulb 
in that section, and have repeatedly 
seen this improvement shoved aside 
and new schools erected in other parts 
of Newton. The demands for the 
new school there and for the new 
school at West Newton were nol 
started nor agitated by "politicians,” 
as a certain person recently stated. 
The writer is not a politician; he 
isn’t slick enough to qualify. And he 
ns W r ard Alderman from Ward 1 nine 
years ago, in response to requests 
Horn his constituents, asked for a 
new school In that Ward. His succes- 
sor. Alderman Sproat, is not a politi- 
cian. He too, tried persistently to 
have such a new school erected. The 
present Aldermen from Ward 1 are 
not politicians, and they are unani- 
mous for the new school. Forme; 
Alderman Guzzi has been accused (or 
accredited) with being a politician. 
But, when he advocated a new school 
to replace the old Franklin School, 
lie was agreeing with the members 
of the Newton School Committee, who 
are not politicians. 

The people of Ward 1 and the 
Franklin School district don’t want 
ny more buck passing on the new 
schools they have long been promised, 
and have patiently waited for.

ality and good citizenship must be 
admitted and should he supported and 
encouraged. 

I wish to express at this time the 
sincere thanks of the city for two 


To get this Information would cost 
the city a huge sum of money, but 
with the setting up of various proj- 
ects by the Federal Government, it 
was decided that here was an oppor- 
tunity to which advantage should he 
taken. Tile result was that three 
years ago. a project of tills kind was 
sponsored and the Federal officials 
agreed to pay for tills project oil con- 
dition t lin t our men secure nt the 
same time certain information for 
them. Tills was done, and at the 
present time there is in the asses- 
sors' office a fairly complete history 
of all the houses in Newton. No claim 
is made that tills work is perfect, 
hut making allowances for the hon- 
est mistakes on the part of men em- 
ployed on this project, and the disin- 
clination on the part of some proper- 
ty owners to give correct information, 
tlio job as a whole was worth while. 

There has also been sponsored an- 
other project revaluing all exempt 
buildings such ns churches, private 
schools and hospitals, and we have 
had all the commercial buildings in 
the city measured for the cubic and 
square foot content. 

Measuring All Houses 
At the present time, another pro- 
ject is under way In which are being 
measured up all the dwelling houses 
in the city with a view to securing 
the cubic content of each. The rea- 
son for this is to arrive at an intel- 
ligent reproduction cost, for which in- 
formation of this kind is necessary. 

All this information is going to be 
valuable, not only to the present 
Board of Assessors, but to future 
boards, as well. 

Back in 1892, the assessors had 
the foresight to set up in this city 
what is known as the section, block and 
lot System, and Newton was one of 
the first cities in the Commonwealth 
to adopt a system of this kind. Since 
then, the block system has been rec- 
ognized throughout the state as be- 
ing the foundation of accurate assess- 
ing of real property. 

In Newton, this block system is a 
series of several hundred plans drawn 
by the Engineering Department and 
indicating the area in squnre feet, the 
location by ward, precinct, section, 
and block, the boundaries, the house 
numbers, and the relative situation 
of the many thousands of parcels of 
land which constitute the City of 
Newton. It shows every change as 
of January first each year, and since 
1892 — the year of its adoption — has as- 
sured the right location of each indi- 
vidual estate in the city. After forty- 
four years, it seems that the time 
has arrived, when a complete set of 
new plans should be drawn by the 
Engineering Department for the use 
of the assessors in the performance 
of their work. With the constant cut- 
ting up of large areas which have 
meant new sections and new blocks, 
and changes in lot numbers, our 
plans are now becoming quite con- 
fusing. , * 

At the time that these new plans 
are being made, it is intended to have 
plotted on each lot all the buildings 
throughout the city. The only record 
we have today of buildings is con- 
tained in two volumes of an insurance 
atlas, which were obtained by us a few 
years ago with no cost to the city, 
from the Sanborn Map Company, in 
return for the use of our block plans, 
which they copied in our office. This 
atlas has been kept up to date, all 
new buildings, alterations, etc., being 
put on as part of the service fur- 
nished by the Sanborn Map Company, 
on the payment of a small sum each 
year by the Assessors. The engi- 
neers can use these atlases in plot- 
ting the buildings on the new plans. 
Such a set of plans with the build- 
ings thereon, is recognized by all 
assessing authorities ns being essen- 
tial in every assessing department. 

This work is going to cost money, 
and means also the co-operation of 
both the Engineering and Building 
Departments. The drawing of these 
new plans will require the services of 
at least two draughtsmen for a period 
of one year. In addition, certain ma- 
terials will be needed. The cost of 
this work should he provided in the 
budget of the Engineering Department 
for 1937. 

I believe that the assessing depart- 
ment should he adequately equipped 
to meet all reasonable demands. 

The days of guessing at valuations 
are over. Assessors 'today must have 
all necessary data, facts and figures 
at tlieir command to make them talk 
intelligently. 

The Assessing Department of a city 
is practically the only revenue pro- 
ducing one. This department is asked 
to produce money. All the rest are 
flooded with requests to spend it. 
Valuations us a whole throughout the 
city an* fair and taxpayers in general 
are satisfied that they are equitably 
assessed. 

Public Schools 

The foundation of our country’s 
greatness is the public school. Our 
schools have been maintained at the 
high standard long ago set, and the 
needs of youth from an educational 
standpoint have been adequately met. 

Thoso of us who were educated 
here realize the debt which we owe 
to the system and to the teachers 
who served us so well in primary, 
grammar and high school grades. 

It is gratifying to us to know that 
the same sort of service with satis- 
factory results is being given our chil- 
dren. 

There can lio no question but that 
we ore entering a new ora — a now 
day with new deuls. I suspect that 
the School Committee in <luys ahead 
will probably rise or fall according 
to tlieir ability to meet the needs of 
youth in high schools. The Newton 
School Committee will, in the future 
as in the past, make efficient offer- 
ing and w iii rise rather 1 ban fall. 

1 recommend the appointment of n 
joint committee of members of the 
Board of Aldermen und School Com- 
mittee to study the needs of our 
schools for tho next ton years. The 
report of such a committee would ho 
most helpful iu pluiiiiiiig for the fu- 
ture. 

Building Boom On 

A building boom is ugain on in tho 
city and it appears to bo u healthy 
one. During the past year 888 build- 
ing permits were issued ut an estl-

The financial condition of the city 
is both sound and satisfactory. Her 
credit is good. Bonds sell readily 
and temporary louns are made at the 
lowest rates. 

The gross debt December 30, 1935. 
was $7,105,876.01, the net debt $6,434.- 
721.19. 

The debt of December 30. 1935, does 
not include School and Building PWA 
bonds amounting to $285,000 author- 
ized November 20. 1935, but not sold 
until January 3. 1936. 

The gross debt December 31. 1936, 
was $6,938,968.69 and the net debt 
$6,686,815.18. 

Street Improvement and Sewer 
PWA Bonds and Water. Street Im- 
provement and Sewer Bonds have 
been issued during the year, amount- 
ing to $538,000 mid an issue of $100,- 
ooo Street Improvement and $100,- 
000 Sewer Bonds has been recently 
authorized, which will not lie issued 
until later this year. 

in 1936 bonds amounting to $571,- 
000 were paid off. and in 1937 bonds 
to t lie amount of $596,000 will be paid. 

The city’s borrowing capacity today 
is practically what it was u year ago, 
slightly over a million dollars. 

Newton is a growing city and is 
growing steadily. 

That you may have some idea as 
to the rapid growth of the city, 1 call 
to your attention some figures which 
speak for themselves. 

In 1918. tlie total valuation of real 
estate and personal property, includ- 
ing motor vehicles, was $75,071,841. 
In 1936. the total valuation of the 
city, including motor vehicles, was 
$173,184,900. Number of property 
owners in 1918. 12.68S and in 1936. 
21,5122. Number of polls ill 1 9 1 S was 
12,588 (no women being listed in that 
yean. In 1936 the number of polls 
estimated was 20,500, and 26,100 
women were listed. In 1918 we had 
14.786 parcels of real estate, includ- 
ing exempt, — 8310 houses. In 1936 
we had 19,586 parcels of real estate 
and 14.080 houses. This will give you 
some idea as to the increase in the 
volume of work passing through the 
Assessing Department, and the end is 
not yet. as we all hope to see a 
steady, healthy growth in the years 
to come. 

There are still large unbuilt areas, 
which means that in the next few 
years we will have u population of 
over 100,000 people, and a decided 
increase in the number of dwelling 
houses bringing with them increased 
responsibility, as well us increased 
valuation. 

Tills does not mean, however, that 
with each million dollars’ worth of 
new construction, the valuation of the 
city will increase that amount, for 
the reason that we have reached the 
stage where many of our older prop- 
erties are nearing the forty and fifty 
year age. This means thut for many 
years to come there is bound to be 
a certain amount of reduction in the 
valuation of this type of property on 
account of obsolescence where build- 
ings remain, and a very substantial 
loss where buildings are torn down. 
Much of tills is now going on. 

It has long been thought thut an 
assessing department should keep 
abreast or the times, and Imve com- 
plete records in their offices us to the 
history of each parcel of real estate 
in the city. 

Years ago, while assessments wore 
carefully placed, no attempt was 
made to make a record of any infor- 
mal ion other than that required by 
law. Those assessments were rarely 
questioned, but iu later years, the as- 
hchhoi'h have not only lmd to assess 
property, lint have been compelled in 
many instances to defend tlieir values 
before t lie Board of Tax Appeals. 

With tills thought iu mind, the past 
few yours they have been attempting 
to get information iu reference to all 
tile buildings ill tile city. 

For the past twelve or fifteen 
years, the assessors in placing values 
on the mnv buildings have a record 
as to the number of rooms, bath- 
rooms, kind of bout, selling prices, 
etc. but hud no record in tlieir office 
giving information of this kind in re- 
gard to tlie older houses. 


mated cost of $4,311,118. This Is an 
increase of about 27 per cent in build- 
ing permits over 1925 and an increase 
in the cost of work of about 66 per 
cent. 

Tlie elementary school at Oak Hill 
is practically completed and additions 
mid alterations to tlie Angler School 
have been made. Additions and alter- 
ations have also been ninde to the 
Crafts street gnrnge. 

The old fire alarm systems have 
been removed from the Bowen, new 
and old Clnflin, William, old Hyde, 
Horace Mann and Rice Schools and a 
modern double supervised system has 
been installed. The remaining school 
buildings, not so equipped, should re- 
quire alteration this year. 

I shall recommend an appropriation 
for the revision of our building code 
to the end that necessary changes 
may lie made and that the meaning 
thereof may be clear at least to ex- 
perts. I shall also recommend ap- 
propriations for fire escapes at two 
high school buildings. 

Harry A. Hageman, who has served 
as building commissioner for several 
years, is leaving the employ of the 
city to take up a larger work on a 
vast government project on the Ten- 
nessee River. He carries with him 
the respect of nil with whom he has 
labored here and best wishes for suc- 
cess in his new field of work of all 
his friends. 

While the depression may be over, 
the results are still with us, and the 
problem of providing relief consti- 
tutes one of the chief responsibilities 
of government — municipal, state and 
federal. 

Provisions must be made concern- 
ing the time when the destitute un- 
employed will be absorbed by private 
enterprise. That time will probably 
come but it lias not arrived yet; and 
until it does no one can be permitted 
to go without shelter, necessary food 
and clothing. 

Our Welfare Department lias minis- 
tered to the needy and lias tried to 
meet all reasonable demands. 

The change last year from the com- 
missary to the cash and food order 
basis has had decided advantages al- 
though it has slightly increased the 
per capita cost of food. 

It has rightfully enabled relief fam- 
ilies to become more independent by 
choosing the type of food they be- 
lieve best suited to their own par- 
ticular needs. The possibility of 
hoarding or wasting certain articles 
of food has been eliminated. 

Jobless Problem 

As the government emergency work 
gradually lessens the great problem 
will be finding jobs for unskilled 
workers. At present there are few 
skilled workers receiving assistance 
from the city. There are however, 
about two hundred unskilled laborers 
and gardeners anxious and willing to 
obtain outside employment. 

Mothers’ aid and old age assistance 

e being ably handled — 345 individ- 
uals are receiving such assistance and 
60 mothers are receiving aid. 

This work which is quietly, but 
efficiently, being done is one of the 
finest pieces of real service which the 
law allows. 

During 1936 there were employed 
on WPA projects in Newton an aver- 
age of 550 persons weekly. From Fed- 
eral funds these persons received dur- 
ing the year over $517,000. In addi- 
tion, 120 tons of surplus food and 
47.000 articles or clothing were dis- 
tributed to needy families. 

Without the Federal assistance, 
costs for Public Welfare and Soldiers’ 
Relief would doubtless have been ma 

rially larger. 

While no definite statement has 
come regarding the WPA program 
for 1937. indications point toward an 
effort on the part of tlie Government 
to reduce the number so employed. 

In the event of such a reduction 
on WPA a concerted effort on the 
part of nil agencies in the city to aid 
in restoring men to private industry 
would seem to be in order. 

Police and Fire 

Tlie fire and police departments have 
functioned at all times. Property of 
our citizens has been satisfactorily 
protected and law and order have been 
maintained. 

It is distressing that so many auto- 
mobile fatalities have been recorded 
in our city during the past year. An 
earnest effort is being made to les- 
sen such accidents. In most of the 
cases where there have been court 
proceedings the adjudications would 
seem to indicate that the pedestrian 
is largely at fault. Extreme cure on 
the part of all riding or walking on 
our highways today should be exer- 
cised. 

Possibly some of tlie accidents are 
due to the fact that Newton is, on 
the whole, a poorly lighted city. 

In the Police Department Timothy 
F. Cronin lias been retired on pen- 
sion, after having served the city 
faithfully many years. 

In the Fire Department. Captain 
Frank S. Frost and Joseph Abbal have 
retired and Captain Rupert L. San- 
born bus died. 

These all have rendered real service 
day and night for many years and the 
thanks of our citizens are theirs. 

Public Works 

Street and sewer work during the 
pust year has been carried on ac- 
ceptably. 

Ouo hundred and ninety miles of 
accepted streets have been well main- 
tained. 

Three new traffic signals liavo been 
installed at West Newton square, 
Washington and Adams street and 
Beacon and Hammond streets. 

Approximately 16 miles of old tur 
sidewalks have been covered and 
made safe for pedestriun travel. A 
municipal garage bus been comple- 
ted at Crafts street yard. 

Under what is known us WPA pro- 
jects, 7.2 miles of up-to-date perma- 
nent bituminous concrete roads have 
been built, at a cost of $239,551.20. Of 
tliis amount 45 per cent or $107,799.39 
will bo refunded to tlie city treasury. 

Another now PWA project known 
as tho Oak Hill sower is practically 
finished at a cost of approximately 
$237,463.04, of which 45 per cent or 
$106,858.37 will be refunded to the city 
treasury. The length of this sewer 
is 7917 feet and this sower when put 
in operation will serve the new de- 


velopment known ns Oak Hill. It hns 
been badly needed for many years. 

The city with its own forces Iiiih 
constructed 9 Betterment streets of 
ft totnl length of 4370 feet, nt a cost 
of approximately $57,496. In addition 
to these Betterment streets, five 
streets have been permanently re- 
surfaced. the length of which is 8324 
feet, at a cost of $81,313, viz., Water- 
town st.. Grove st.. Church st., Jewett 
st. and Reservoir ave. 

The city with Its own forces has 
completed Beacon st. under what is 
known as Chapter 90 work, where the 
city and state and county share the 
cost. We are also preparing Com 
momvenlth ave. from Centre st. to 
Lake Ht. for resurfacing under Chap- 
ter 90 early in the spring of 1937 
Thirty-five new drains and 29 sewers 
have also been completed. 

The cleaning of our sanitary sewer 
system lias been neglected for sev- 
eral years. Tills work is most impor- 
tant and I strongly recommend the 
immediate return to the practice of 
cleaning regularly the different sec- 
tions. The recent appearance of the 
gypsy moth iu the Oak Hill section 
bordering on and extending into 
Brookline has greatly alarmed many 
who remember the great havoc 
wrought to our trees during ex-May- 
or Hutchinson’s term. Quick and 
thorough work in suppressing this 
pest such as lie instituted is needed 
right now. 

During the year the following have 
been pensioned: William J. Armi- 
tage. Joseph DeCesare, Antonio Ac- 
cettulo, Michael J. Hoban. George 
Barthelmes, William H. Carr, Cesidio 
Leone. John H. O’Connor, Frank Foil 
(lela. Lawrence Kean. William Con- 
nelly. 

Loretto A. Bianchi and Michuel J. 
Cody have died, tlie former having 
been fatally injured in tlie course of 
liis employment. All were faithful 
eity workers who mude their con- 
tribution to the advancement of our 
public works. 

Water Department 
in the water department much lias 
been accomplished. New services 
have been installed and old services 
have been renewed: 35,425 feet of 
main pipe has been extended. Tlie 
second section of tlie Northern belt 
loop main started in October is now 
nearly completed. All four sections 
of the covered reservoir on Waban 
Hill have been cleaned and sterilized; 
54.618 feet of old mains have been 
cleaned. 

To meet the constantly increasing 
onsumptlon of water, an increase in 
the supply of water from our water 
land in Needham is most desirable. 
A start was mude to find a suitable 
source but progress was halted on ac 
count of the unusually heavy rains. 
This study should lie continued. The 
Northern belt lines should be com- 
pleted this year and the main clean 
ing program continued. 

The department lias lost a faithful 
man in the deatli of Murk V. Croker, 
who spent practically his whole life 
in trying to give the citizens of New- 
ton plenty of good water. Much of 
the credit for our up-to-date water 
quipment and for the excellent con- 
dition of our water system is due to 
the efforts and foresight of Richard 
H. Ellis who served so acceptably as 
water commissioner for several years. 

Playground activities have been con- 
ducted on a high plane, and the work 
being done throughout our city com- 
ma nds the respect not only of those 
within but also those without the 
city. Experts in playground and rec- 
reational work come to Newton to 
see how we function here. With more 
leisure time on the hands of youth 
as well as grown-ups (with the eco- 
nomic set-up likely to obtain) plans 
to meet future needs of our people 
will have to he formulated. This the 
playground commission will do. 

A service building at Hawthorne 
playground, dredging of the Charles 
River by tlie Metropolitan District 
Commission at Allison, Upper Falls, 
ajid Auburndale playgrounds to im- 
prove bathing facilities there, and the 
acquiring of vacant land (of little 
value) between Allison and Victory 
playgrounds thereby connecting them 
are matters upon which favorable ac- 
tion might well lie taken in the near 
future. 

Our schools, playgrounds and li- 
braries are the factors which play the 
greatest part in the development of 
a finer citizenship. 

The Newton Free Library lias 
given excellent service to our public. 
A new children’s room was opened 
in Newton Highlands in September, 
which doubles the capacity of that 
branch. There has been an increase 
of nearly 1000 in juvenile books is- 
sued for circulation. More room for 
adults also lias been provided. 

The Newtonville branch was com- 
pelled to vacate its quarters in order 
to make room for business and move 
to larger rented quarters. Circulation 
there, however, lias dropped. This 
is doubtless due to the branch now 
being located on the second floor and 
on the wrong side of the street. 

A considerable amount of money 
has been raised by tlie Newtonville 
Library Association toward the pur- 
chase of land for a new building. 
When the Ouk Hill library quarters 
in the new school ure opened, all tho 
villages except Chestnut Hill will have 
u branch. 

The basement room nt the Waban 
Library lias been remodeled, provid- 
ing an excellent place for community 
gatherings. 

Efforts have been continued to im- 
prove tlie quality of the reading of 
borrowers, especially that of the boys 
and girls, and a well qualified assis- 
tant is now assigned to Newtonville 
five afternoons eucli week as “read- 
ers’ adviser" to help high school 
young people with their reading 
problems. 

Closer cooperutlon of the library 
with tho schools is the aim of tlie 
trustees, the librarian and his as- 
sistants. Much money will be needed 
in the future for new hooks, rebind* 
ing. etc. 

Tho book fund lias not kept pace 
with tho growth of the library. It 
is practically tho same as it was 
la years ago, although since that time 
circulation lias increased 60 per cent. 


With funds available, it’s Impossible 
to buy enough copies of worthwhile 
new hooks to prevent patrons from 
waiting several months for tlie most 
popular titles. 

More juvenile hooks are constantly 
needed, especially at the branches. 
Increased use makes Tor wear and 
tear, and additional money Is need- 
ed for rebinding. 

Adult education seems to be in the 
nlr, and the library should have a 
larger part in thut improvement. Li- 
brary salaries are lower than in other 
departments of the city, especially 
lower than those In the schools, and 
are also below those paid in some 
cities comparable to Newton. 

The rented quarters ot Nonantum 
are inadequate in size, noisy and hard 
to ventilate. The children who more 
than fill the room at busy hours pre- 
vent adults irom using that branch. 
A great piece of work could lie done 
at Nonantum if there were an ade- 
quate branch library there. Nowhere 
me adequate quarters more needed. 

Newton Centre has outgrown its 
rooms and the time is not far dls- 

! etl ,?*; boyH ’ nnd sMs’ depart- 
ment should lie moved into the com- 
niunity room in the rear which was 
built for that purpose.

Much lias been accomplished— there 
i* yet plenty to do. 

It is always Interesting and help- 
rul to have before our minds needed 
Improvements. I submit a few of 
those which citizens have suggested. 
Some of them can be realized this 
year— others will necessarily have to 
wait. 

Needed Improvements 

Some city needs are more pressing 
than others. I submit the following 
from which our selections for 1937 
"ill in all probability be made, not 
however, in order of importance. 

The two platoon system in tlie Fire 
department, not for the benefit of the 
n.en ulone but for better protection 
c i property. 

Consolidation of fire stations on the 
North and South sides of tlie city 
Acquisition of land for the new 
Franklin School and a new school- 
house. 

Acquisition of land and a new school 
to replace the Eliot and Lincoln 
Schools. 

A new trade school. 

A service house on the Hawthorne 
playground. 

Traffic lights at Centre and Walnut 
streets, and pedestrian lights at Au- 
burndale square and at Washington, 
Church, and Jewett streets. 

improvement of old common at New- 
ton Centre with curbing and proper 
plantings. 

Playground facilities in tlie Horace 
A 'ann and Day Junior High School dis- 
trict. Land for this is available along 
Albemarle road. 

Improvement of Webster playground 
off Warren street. 

Dredging of tlie Charles River, 
improvement of water pressure at 
Chestnut Hill and Waban Hill. 

Tennis courts in Auburndale and 
1 layground off Grove street. 

Completion of fencing of the War- 
ren Junior Higli School playground. 

Filling in Scribner Swamp off River 
and Lexington streets. 

Mosquito control work. 

Acquisition of land lying between 
Allison and Victory playgrounds. 

It has also been suggested that the 
city acquire for park purposes the 
old ice house property at Crystal 
Lake. This would abate a nuisance 
ai d eliminate wlmt has long beep a 
source of annoyance to the people in 
that vicinity. 

Adequate parking facilities in the 
various villages and a comfort sta- 
tion in Nonantum square at Newton 
are pressing needs. 

All those matters should lie consid- 
ered with great care and choices made 
from time to time as to which should 
have preference in 1937. 

In calling your attention to some 
of the city’s needs I am not unmind- 
ful of other improvements which dif- 
ferent interested groups would wei- 
ccme and desire. We must have nec- 
essities. Luxuries often have to be 
postponed. All must be patient. Those 
w ho pay the bills deserve considera- 
tion. Thut includes us all. In one 
way or another we all pay tho taxes. 

A fair tax rate consistent with tho 
needs of the growing city should he 
established and then every effort made 
keep the rate constant. 

Real estate today is in distress. 
Anything added makes the burden 
r.eavier. 

Our first duty is to properly main- 
a in what wo have already. Taxes 
are tlie cost of labor and materials. 
They should he kept as low as possi- 
le consistent with wise economy. 

The greatest needs must be mot 
ill st. 

As we go to our respective tasks 
may it be with an earnest desire 
to be absolutely fair to all of our 
lople In all sections of the city. 

It will be n.y aim to cooperate with 
you in securing the faithful perform* 
ance of official duties in every de- 
partment of tlie city government. 

Tlie greatest need everywhere in 
municipal government today is for 
all who serve a city in any capacity 
to know their duty and then to faith- 
felly perform it with no personal gain 
but honor to themselves. 1 repout, 
with no personal gain but with honor 
to themselves. The responsibility to- 
day is on business men who deal 
with municipalities to so conduct 
themselves that there will lie no op- 
pi rtunity for municipal employes to 
chisel or graft or sliuro in n pay- 
■ ft. 

Lot us not deviute or go astray 
firm tlie idea that a public office 
is a public trust to be administered 
iu a businesslike way, honestly, care- 
fully, without sentiment and without 
extravagances. 

And may we so conduct the busi- 
ness of tliis city tliut it may he said 
of us in that duy when our names will 
lie tint a memory thut we Imlit. 
wrought and added much to tlie sub- 
stantial prosperity or tlie dly we luid 
In charge.

In his inaugural address Muyor 
Childs said — “It is distressing that so 
many automobile fatalities have been 
r< corded in our city during the pust 
year.

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Sir Arthur Willert Talks 
On “England and the World 
Crisis” at Newton Forum 

Chides England For Not Taking More Aggressive Part in The 
Present World Situation 


Last Sunday afternoon the fifth lec- 
ture in the Newton Community Forum 
series took place in the auditorium 
of the High School. The audience 
was unusually fortunate in having Sir 
Arthur Willert. Washington corre- 
spondent of the London Times, and 
for ten years director of publicity for 
the British Foreign Office. His sub- 
ject. particularly well fitted to the 
times, was “England and the World 
Crisis." 

Sir Arthur started out with the 
Spanish situution which, he said, has 
been grossly exaggerated by the pa- 
pers: particularly as regards the 
blockade on supplies to Spain. He 
admitted, however, that it would he 
very pleasing to him if England would 
make such a blockade effective. Spain 
is virtually the battleground of 
Fascism versus Communism — of the 
old government hacked by conserva- 
tive Europe on the right and of 
Madrid backed by Russia on the left. 
Fighting in Spain at the present time 
are from 25,000 to 30,000 Russians, 
from 15,000 to 20,000 Germans and 
from 10,000 to 12,000 French with 
British and Americans scattered about 
on Jboth sides. 

He said that Japnn has been riding 
over and ignoring treaties as fast as 
they have been signed. Germany has 
done the same with the Treaty of 
Versailles and Italy likewise by walk- 
ing into Abyssinia. Sympathy might 
be shown Germany from a viewpoint 
of equality iTut her breaking of laws 
and the trust of the nations is un 
forgivable. He regards England and 
France as exceedingly spineless in 
never taking a decisive stand and 
sticking to it. If they do not do so 
soon we shall see “power politics” 
in Europe and a slipping hack into 
the old regime of intrigue and threat, 
of rearmament and possible war. 


Community Chest

As yet there is no ideological line- 
up in Europe. Russin is, of course, 
on the side of England and France, 
but at the same time is as dictatorial 
as either Germany or Italy. The prin- 
cipal countries of Europe are in the 
same position that they were in in 
1914. Germany is threatening. France 
is nervous on account of this. Russia 
allied with France is in the same state 
of mind and Italy is logicnlly on the 
German side, “still trying to make 
hay in troubled waters.” Great Bri- 
tain is nervous and as usual — aloof, 
but always on the side of France and 
— “uncomfortably of Russia.” 

All of Europe is distrustful of Rus- 
sian and communistic influences. 
France feels the eyes of German spies 
on her every action and word. Ger- 
many feels the same way in regard 
to France and Russia. Russia really 
has nothing to fear from Germany but 
the Germans take great delight in 
trying to frighten Russia into think- 
ing that she has. In the meantime 
Soviet Russia is trying to maintain 
and protect the international move- 
ment and the chief question of the 
day is: What is Germany going to 
do? There is no doubt in Sir Arthur’s 
mind that Hitler is the dominating 
force in Europe today. Ten years ago 
France and Italy were the competing 
forces for dominance. Two years ago 
German authority began to grow* and 
has continued to do so. It is Sir 
Arthur’s belief and the belief of many 
others that Mussolini's motive in 
marching on Abyssinia was not so 
much because he wanted the territory 
as it was to distract the attention of 
the Italians from the fact that Italy 
was no longer the supreme power in 
Europe. Be that as it may, Germa- 
ny’s determination is wrapped up in 
an odd mixture of mysticism on the 
one hand and the obsession on the

The 193C Campaign Committee of 
the Newton Community Chest, Inc., 
reports that the* clean-up after the of- 
ficial close of the 193(1 Campaign for 
$188,457.00 has put the “ball across 
the goal line”, having reached a total 
of $192,081.90.

A bill was filed in the Legislature 
this week by the four Representatives 
fiom this city seeking to have bien- 
nial elections in Newton. The bill 
was drawn by Representative Warren 
K. Brimhlecom and received the en- 
dorsement of Representatives Baker. 
F rancis and Luitwieler. Mr. Brimble- 
er.ni states that the purpose of the 
bill is an effort to maintain good gov- 
ernment in Newton as off-year elec- 
tions in this city have proved that 
only a small percentage of voters go 
to the polls at such elections, and 
that candidates elected are therefore 
minority choices. For several years 
there has imen agitation for biennial 
elections here and the bill is the re- 
sult of many requests for such ac- 
tion made in recent months. 

The bill will eliminate the off-vear 
elections by providing two-year terms 
for all aldermen, instead of one year 
terms for Ward aldermen as at pres- 
ent. Records show that there will 
be extremely little likelihood of an 
entire change in the personnel of the 
Board of Aldermen. Most members 
of the Board seek re-election and are 
successful, under the present method. 
The bill makes no change as regards 
the number of Ward Aldermen and Al- 
dermen-at-Large. Aldermen whose 
terms expire in 1938 would have their 
terms automatically extended until 
1939. according to the bill. The bill 
would have candidates for Ward Al- 
dermen at next year's election cho- 
sen for one year, but eligible to serve 
two years, should the voters of New 
ton accept the referendum accepting 
the bill. 

Members of the School Committee 
would be elected for 4 year terms in- 
stead of 3 year terms. Those whose 
terms expire in 193S would have their 
terms extended to 1939. In that year 
five School Committee members would 
be elected. The four receiving the 
highest number of votes would be 
chosen for four years, and the suc- 
cessful candidate receiving the low- 
est number of votes would be elected 
foi 2 years. Thereafter, there would 
b<* 3 School Committee members to 
be elected at the next election, and 
4 the following election, two years 
later. The date of the city election 
would be changed from the second 
Tuesday in December to the second 
Tuesday in November in odd num- 
bered years. These are the years 
when Mayoralty elections are held in 
Newton under the present system. 
They are also the off years for State 
and Presidential elections. 

The bill reads as follows: 

SECTION 1. Beginning with the 
year nineteen hundred and thirty- 
seven. municipal elections in the City 
ot Newton for the choice of mayor, 
aldermen and members of the school 
committee shall be held biennially in 
each odd-numbered year, in said year 
nineteen hundred and thirty-seven on 
the second Tuesday in December and 
thereafter on the secoud Tuesday in 
November. 

SECTION 2. At the biennial mu- 
nicipal election to be held in said 
city in the year nineteen hundred 
and thirty-seven and at every biennial 
municipal election thereafter, the 
mayor and all members of the board 
of aldermen to be elected shall be 


elected to serve for two years from 
the first secular day in January fol- 
lowing their election and until their 
successors are qualified. The alder- 
men at large elected at the municipal 
election held in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and thirty-six shall continue to 
hold office until the qualification of 
their successors who shall he elected 
at the biennial municipal election In 
the year nineteen hundred and thirty- 
nine. 

SECTION 3. Members of the school 
committee elected in the year nine- 
teen hundred and thirty-five shall con- 
tinue to hold office until the quali- 
fication of their successors who shall 
be elected at the biennial municipal 
election in the year nineteen hundred 
and thirty-nine. Members of the 
school committee to be elected in the 
year nineteen hundred and thirty- 
seven shall be elected to serve for 
four years from the first secular day 
in January following their election 
and until their successors are quali- 
fied. At the biennial municipal elec- 
tion in the year nineteen hundred and 
thirty-nine there shall be elected five 
members of the school committee, and 
the four members elected thereat who 
received the highest number of votes 
shall .serve for four years from the 
first secular day in January follow- 
ing their election and until their suc-

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THE LITTLE THINGS COUNT 

Governor Hurley is creating a most favorable impression 
with his attitude toward economy in our state government.

other hand that Germany is the cho- 
sen state and everything that occurs 
is in one way or another connected 
with the great destiny of Germany. 
Certain philosophers — if they may he 
classed as such — have gone to the ab- 
surd extreme of trying to prove to 
their own satisfaction and the satis- 
faction of the world at large that the 
great men of all time were Germans. 
A certain German Professor described 
Germany’s present state to Sir Arthur 
in these words: "In the edifice which 
the Nazis are building, the bricks are 
of hope and patriotism hut the mor- 
tar is composed of fear.” Neverthe- 
less, the danger points in Europe are 
Memel, Danzig and Austria, and what 
they do will largely determine the 
molding of the history of the near 
future. 

Germany’s present program is for 
the fitness of the individual and force 
for the nation. In “Mein Kampf’’ Hit- 
ler says that he feels Germany per- 
fectly justified in starting war for 
the purpose of obtaining more terri- 
tory, otherwise Germany will not re- 
sort to such measures. The trouble 
with this Is that the need for more 
territory may be translated to cover 
a multitude of sins. 

Sir Arthur very reassuringly stated 
that In spite of all the threats that 
come out every day he has no grave 
fear of war in Europe. He calls Mus- 
solini fearless but always knowing 
how far he can go. His bold front is 
mostly bluff as much of Hitler’s is to 
a certain extent, with mysticism and 
sentimentality added, making what 
the speaker called “his mono-maniacal 
dream — The Unity of Germany.” 

The reason that the Disarmament 
Conference failed is that the small 
frightened countries will give noth- 
ing up to Germany without their se- 
curity insured against attack and per- 
secution. Sir Arthur feels that what 
Britain should really do is to go iuto 
Europe and stand with the other 
peace-loving countries and along with 
France lower the tariffs, which lie 
feels would solve the Japanese dif- 
ficulty, and insist that Germany give 
over to certain of the smaller coun- 
tries the territory that is rightfully 
theirs. Ho feels that this would be 
a solution toward eradicating the tre- 
mendous pressure and fear that is 
gripping Europe at the present time. 
There would be little dunger in such 
action because Germany would never 
have the courage to start trouble with 
the combined forces of England, 
France, Russia, Belgium, Holland and 
the Scandinavian countries. The 
League of Nations should be reorgan- 
ized to work again for the smaller 
countries. It is unfortunate, the 
speaker said, that England is becom- 
ing more and more anti-league mind- 
ed. 

Sir Arthur concluded his very con- 
vincing discourse by saying that once 
upon a time war was considered ii 
means toward peace. Today, how- 
ever, war would mean the final end of 
the old-world civilization, which for- 
tunately is a thought distasteful to 
even the most belligerent of nutioiiH. 
it would mean the loss of their in- 
herent identity and this would hard- 
ly appeal to Germany’s ego. 

Someone described the march of 
time as u road which Is sometimes 
slippery as in time of war and om< 
times dry as in time of peace. The 
road is now slippery and therefore 
dangerous but the drivers have be- 
come so accustomed to them in that 
state tliut they have learned how to 



62 YEARS AGO 

Newton Republican January 23, 1875 

The Board of Aldermen nt its regu- 
lar meeting on Monday afternoon re- 
ceived a memorial from the Newton 
Horticultural Society asking that a 
Board of Commissioners he appointed 
to consider and report on the best 
means of securing the necessary land 
and laying out one or more public 
parks in the city of Newton. The 
members of the society are deeply 
impressed with the need in every 
large town of such parks as an essen- 
tial means of preserving the health 
and promoting the pleasure and cul- 
ture of the people. They believe there 
are tracts of land within our city ad- 
mirably adapted to such uses, easily 
accessible to the majority of the peo- 
ple, which can now be acquired at 
small cost, but that with the rapid 
increase in our population each year’s 
delay will increase the difficulty of 
procuring the lands in sufficient quan- 
tity, and will greatly increase the cost 
thereof. The experience of every 
American city that has established 
parks has been that the outlay has 
been more than compensated for in 
the increased taxable value of the 
property in their neighborhoods.

Let us hope the happy thought of 
erecting a hotel at Newtonville may 
quite forcibly strike the mind and poc- 
ket of someone, so that there may be 
a refuge for visitors who wish to stay 
luter than 10.30 p. m. with friends. 

There was an exciting time at tho 
Newtonvllle railroad crossing near tho 
depot on Tuesday. A sleigh contain- 
ing two ladies and two children was 
wailing at the crossing for a gravel 
train to pass. As the last half of the 
train was passing one of the gates 
was raised slightly and the horse 
darted onto tho tracks, evidently bent 
on running over the train. The lady 
driving managed to pull tho horse to 
one side. He ran down tho track, up- 
setting tlie sleigh near the depot. For- 
tunately no one was hurt.

The starting point 
is on the east side, about half wuy 
between Ripley st. und Institution 
ave. The coust runs tlie entire length 
of Knowles st. to Station st. Tlie 
Newton Centre Toboggan Club lias 
built tho coast. 


A hill hns been introduced In tho 
Legislature to provido for n law which 
will compel pedestrians wnlklng on 
any highway after dark to carry a 
light. For many years there has been 
a Inw which specifies that any per- 
son riding a bicycle on a highwny 
after dark shall have a lighted lamp 
showing on tho bicycle. Thj police 
of Newton, or elsewhere, linvo made 
not even a pretence of enforcing this 
law. They would he even less apt to 
enforce a law ordering pedestrians to 
carry lights. 

For the pnst sevoral years the prac- 
tice of double parking of automobiles 
and trucks on Boston streets has been 
growing. It has become so common 
that it is the principal cause of the 
traffic congestion prevalent every 
week day on many Boston streets. 
Enforcing traffic laws will stop the 
blocking of traffic. Building expen- 
sive by-pnsses and overpasses at the 
outskirts of Boston will have no ef- 
fect on the trafilc blockades at intown 
Boston. 

The practice of double parking has 
also been growing in Newton the past 
year, particularly by large trucks 
which are delivering merchandise in 
business districts. Operators of pas- 
senger automobiles are also violating 
the law by indulging in double park- 
ing at business sections. Newton po- 
lice should enforce tho trafilc laws. 


The kidnapping and murder of the 
little Mattson boy at Tacoma is an- 
other good argument why capital pun- 
ishment should be abolished and why 
tliero should be more pardoning and 
parolling of murderers and criminals 
such as we have had in Massachu- 
setts the past several years. Some 
of our respectable citizens who pro- 
fess to be aghast at the increase of 
crimes of violence in this country, do 
not hesitate to attempt to fix cases 
for real or potential slayers who kill 
persons by speeding or recklessly 
driving automobiles. Human life is 
held quite cheaply today, despite the 
fact that some persons lives are In- 
sured for vast amounts. 


It has been claimed in recent years 
that women are just as intelligent as 
men. Previously the males of the 
species were supposed to have much 
more brains than the females. But, 


with tho broadening of educational 
opportunities for tho girls, and the 
coming of equal suffrngo for women, 
the ladies started to compote with the 
men in most lines of human endeavor, 
and they have been nssertiiq since 
that they possess just as much ability 
and gray matter as the gentlemen. 

We realize that there are a lot of 
women who are more intelligent tlinn 
are most men. Tills is nothing to 
brag about. But, we would ho will- 
ing to admit that women, as a whole, 
are ns intelligent as men If they did 
not exhibit such peculiar ideas about 
their wearing apparel and the modern 
trend for "beautifying*’ themselves. 
If men went about wearing tho dinky 
top pieces tlie dear girls are now 
affecting, or had their feet coveucd 
with such bizarre shoes or sandals 
as the women aro now mincing along 
in, tlie boys would ho accused of be- 
ing somewhat eccentric. 

And if tho men attempted to make 
themselves more attractive by smear- 
ing powder and rouge on their phizes, 
converting their lips into a carmine 
leer, or tinting their finger nails and 
toe nails various loud hues, tho males 
would be called names that cannot 
he repented in polite society. 

In past years when the women were 
jollied by the men about their al- 
leged vagaries in dress and appear- 
ance, they used to retort by telling 
the males of their foolish habits of 
drinking and smoking. Men still 
smoko and drink. But, they no longer 
have a practical monopoly on these 
alleged vices. 

Governor Hurley is to he commend- 
ed for his move to end the exorbitant 
costs of liquidating hanks In Massa- 
chusetts and thereby saving large 
amounts of money for the depositors 
in such hanks. For many years the 
liquidation of hanks in this State has 
resembled in many instances some- 
tiling that savored of a racket. Per- 
sons with political, or other "drag.” 
fiequently with scant qualifications 
for such duties, were assigned to li- 
quidate banks at lucrative salaries. It 
was not enough for unfortunate de- 
positors of insolvent hanks to lose 
much money through incompetent or 
dishonest hank officials, without be- 
ing further penalized by unnecessary 
costs of liquidating the banks.

Professor Whitmore outlined the 
historical background of the Constitu- 
tion. stating that its framers gave a 
system of checks and balnnces, which 
has been filled out by statutory acts, 
and changed by custom and amend- 
ments and by judicial interpretation. 
He pointed out possible ways of se- 
curing intelligent chances by discus- 
sions in newspapers, and discussions 
in public forums; not forgetting that 
the same currents that blow through 
Legislative halls waft through the 
quieter chamber when the Supreme 
Court sits, or the padding of the Su- 
preme Court, by the President ap- 
pointing men 4 >>i hi- own political 
philosophy : all ->t this without 

changing the Constitution. Professor 
Whitmore, in closing, said we must 
look forward to longer-range plan; 
that we cannot put the future in cold 
storage: that we are due for “central- 
ization.” and we should approach the 
ideal of democracy and of social jus- 
tice by “tinkering with” rather than 
by a sweeping change in the govern- 
mental machinery.

The orchestra’s repertoire from 
the symphonic to the popular, includes 
marches and novelties. Besides play- 
ing at most assemblies, all the major 
plays of the year give the audiences 
the honor of this organization’s talent 
nnd the season is climaxed by co- 
operating with the band, chorus, and 
glee club in the annual outdoor con- 
cert in June. 

There are no requirements for ad- 
mission except the ability to play 
instrument. Applicants compete 
for positions by means of a contest 
in music. By this plan, if two per- 
sons wish a position as a clarinet, 
they are given identical sheets of mu- 
sic to study. When the day for the 
contest arrives, each one plays his 
n.usic out of the hearing of the other 
and the judge, who hears them both, 
decides which was the better. A per- 
son may challenge another to such a 
contest in order to receive the others’ 
place in the orchestra. By this 
method, which is very similar to the 
one employed by the hand, the or- 
chestra is kept in perfect balance and 
each player is given the part of mu- 
sic which he or she is best fitted to 
play.

ccssors are qualified, and the member 
thereat who received the fifth high- 
est number of votes shall servo for 
two years from the first secular day 
iti January following his election and 
until his successor is qualified. There- 
after at every biennial municipal elec- 
tion all members of the school com- 
mittee to he elected shall he elected 
to serve for four yenrs from tho 
first secular day in January following 
their election and until their success- 
ors are qualified. Vacancies in tho 
school committee shall he filled in the 
manner provided in section thirty-six 
oi chapter forty-three of the General 
Laws. 

SECTION 4. So much of chapter 
two hundred and eighty-three of the 
acts of eighteen hundred nnd ninety- 
seven, and acts in amendment there- 
of and in addition thereto, as is incon- 
sistent with tills act is hereby re- 
pealed. 

SECTION 5. This act shall be sub 
mitted for acceptance to the qualified 
voters of said city at the annual city 
election in the current year in the 
form of the following question, which 
shall be placed upon the official bal- 
lot to be used ut said election: — 
Shall an act passed by the general 
court in the current year, entitled ‘An 
Act providing for biennial municipal 
elections in the City of Newton’, be 
accepted?” If a majority of the votes 
cost on said question are in the af- 
firmative, this act shall thereupon 
take full effect; otherwise it shall bo 
of no effect and the officers elected 
at said election shall respectively hold 
office for the terms now provided by 
law.

NEWTON BEATS MELROSE 
FOR FOURTH PLACE TIE 

Coach Evan Johnson’s Newton High 
hockey team defeated Melrose 2-0 at 
the Boston Garden last Saturday, ad- 
vancing to a fourth-place tie with 
Arlington. Newton held the whip hand 
throughout the game, breaking down 
their red-jersied opponents with a 
stubborn defense, and scoring on solo 
attempts by Phil Green and A1 Tur- 
ner. It was the third successive game 
without defeat for Newton, and gave 
hopes to Newton's followers of a 
strong showing against the Stoneham 
fliers in tomorrow’s Boston Garden 
feature. 

Phil Greene scored for Newton at 
S:52 in the second period. George 
Whitehead was sent to the penalty 
box for bodychecking a player not In 
possession of the puck. Coach John- 
son sent out Mason and Nichols, his 
first string defense, and Turner and 
Brown, wings. Buttrick had two saves 
to make before Whitehead’s time was 
up. and ns soon ns he was back on 
the ice. Green replaced him. skating 
out just in time to pick up the puck 
at the Newton blue line. Carrying up 
the left lane with a burst of speed, 
he rounded the defense, waited for 
goalie Liston to move, then flipped a 
backhand shot high Into the near side 1 
of the goal. Almost immediately af- 
ter his goal. Green was sent off for 
tripping, and Melrose put on some- 
thing of a power play, giving Buttrick 
one save only, and that on a long 
shot. 

A1 Turner scored Newton’s second 
goal at 7:49 in the last period. New- 
ton had been playing a waiting game 
after their earlier goal, and left It 
to Melrose to open up the game. This 
they did when Fred Kidd was ban- 
ished for charging. The Lane, Car- 
der, Cole line was withdrawn, al- 
though they had narrowly missed 
goals twice, and Paul Brown’s first 
line took the ice. Brown missed the 
nets on a closeup shot after the face- 
off. and the puck was cleared to cen- 
ter lee, where Turner took it. He 
did not wait to go In close, but 
burned a hard drive into the middle 
of the nets as soon as he had round- 
ed the defense, and Newton had u 
comfortable lead to hold for the dy- 
ing minutes of the game. 

Newton’s first string defense of 
Fred Nichols and Ben Mason looked 
like the ablest pair of bodycheckiug 
points Newton has had in several 
winters. Both are willing. They 
form the Inner cordon of a very fine 
six-man defense which Newton had 
occasion to test when Melrose was 
attempting to score Saturday. Paul 
Brown, wing on the Turner-Green line, 
failed to score Saturday, but still is 
one of the chief threats of the New- 
ton attack. The second line. Brad- 
ford and Barry centered by Jack Lane, 
had several scoring chances, and Lane 
did some good defensive work. He 
also centered for Newton’s sophomore 
wings, Albert Everts and Jack Carder, 
who show signs of becoming a marked 
combination in future G. B. I. S. cam- 
paigns. 

In general tactics, particularly de- 
fensively. Newton has made great 
strides. They covered the Melrose 
forwards like the paper on the wall, 
and gave Buttrick good support at all 
times. Herb did a good piece of goal 
tending, and was never fooled into 
leaving an opening for Melrose. Al- 
though he hurt himself slightly late 
in the third period, he stayed in and 
got credit for a shutout.

Is Killed By Truck 

Three Pedestrians Killed In 
Newton Since Jan. 1 


Mrs. Josephine Simmons, 56, of 2 
Prospect st., West Newton, was fa- 
tally injured at 6: *10 a. m. last Friday 
when she was hit by a truck as she 
was crossing Washington st., West 
Newton, at the intersection of Pros- 
pect st. The truck, proceeding west- 
erly on Washington st. was owned by 
the J. C. Driscoll Company of Bos- 
ton and driven by Paul Reagan of 
356 Broadway, Somerville. Mrs. 
Simmons was on her way to work and 
was crossing the street to take a bus 
when she was hit. Reagan reported 
to the police that the truck was pro- 
ceeding at a speed of only 12 to 15 
miles an hour, nnd that the woman 
became confused and ran back into 
the path of the truck. Mrs. Simmons 
received a fracture of the skull, her 
chest was crushed and fractures of 
both legs. She was taken to the New- 
ton Hospital and (Tied on Sunday eve- 
ning. She was the third pedestrian to 
have been fatally injured in Newton 
by automobiles since the first of this 
year. 

The truck was inspected by Serg. 
Bart Cullen, mechanic of the Newton 
police department. Ho found the 
brakes on the truck in good condition, 
but both headlights were defective. 

Mrs. Simmons was born in North 
Carolina and had resided in West 
Newton for 8 years. She is survived 
by her husband. Her funeral was 
held on Tuesday.

A meeting of the Ways and Means 
Committee of the Newtonville Library 
Fund campaign was Held on Tuesday 
evening. January 12th. at the home 
of the Chairman, Mr. Albert M. Lyon, 
567 Walnut Street, Newtonville. Plans 
for completing the campaign of funds 
were discussed, and it was decided to 
continue the solicitation of funds, be- 
ginning next month. 

Over twenty-one thousand, five hun- 
dred dollars has already been sub- 
scribed for the Library, from over two 
thousand citizens, mostly from New- 
tonville. Of this total amount, one 
hundred subscriptions were received 
that ranged from fifty to one thou- 
sand dollars each. The initial pay- 
ment of twenty-five hundred dollars 
wns made last February, to take pos- 
session of the large lot of land at the 
corner of Highland ave. and Walnut 
st. Since then further payments of 
sixty-five hundred dollars have been 
made, and enough accumulated in cash 
and pledges to take care of almost 
oue half of the balance on the land. 

About twelve thousand dollars re- 
main to be raised, and the Committee 
is very hopeful of securing this amount 
within a comparatively short time. 
They believe that the civic-minded 
citizens of Newton will realize the 
great advantages of this new Library, 
not only as a convenience to the gen- 
eral public, but, in the form of a 
large and accessible reference library, 
as a splendid nnd permanent addition 
to the educational facilities of our 
High School.

Cronin Files Bill 
Asking Vacations 
For City Employees 

Alderman Cronin of Ward 4 has 
filed a bill in the Legislature through 
Representative Luitwieler asking that 
all city employees of Newton, includ- 
ing laborers, mechanics and others, 
shall receive an annual vacation of 
two weeks with pay. The bill, if 
passed, will be submitted to the vot- 
ers of Newton as a referendum at the 
next State election.

The mechanics and laborers con- 
tc nd that since other classes of city 
employees, such as policemen, firemen, 
teachers, clerks and officials have for 
years been receiving vacations of two 
weeks and lorger. they too, should be 
given a similur privilege.

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Aldermen Restrict 
Trucking To Curb 
Gravel Pit 


The regular meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday started at 
8:02 with President Floyd in the 
chair. The only absentee was Aider- 
man Bowen, who was ill. A custom- 
ary long recess lasted from 8:45 to 
10:53; about twice the length of time 
occupied by the open meeting. 

The first business after tiu* meeting 
opened was a long hearing on the 
petition of Kerrigan Bros, for a per- 
mit to sell automobiles at 1172 Bea- 
on at., Newton Highlands. This is 
referred to in another column. Peti- 
tions of the Edison Company for pole 
locations on Beacon and Bellevue sts. 
were given hearings. There was no 
opposition and the petitions were 
granted. 

On motion of Alderman Goddard of 
the Traffic Committee, the rules were 
suspended to permit the passage of an 
order prohibiting heavy truck traffic 
on Dedham st.. Oak Hill, between 
Wiswall rd. and Parker st. Alderman 
Rawson concurred with Goddard. He 
said that much of the opposition to 
the gravel pit operations at Oak Hill 
was caused by the nuisance of heavy 
trucking on Dedham st., and the time 
has come to stop it. The restricting 
amendment to the traffic regulations 
was passed. Sfveral months ago the 
Aldermen refused to renew the per- 
mit for the continuance of the op- 
erating of the Highland Sand & Gra- 
vel pit at Oak Hill. This pit was 
started about 9 years ago and has 
been the cause of many protests from 
Oak Hill residents. George Wilbur of 
West Roxbury, owner of the pit. cir- 
cumvented the action of the Newton 
Aldermen by obtaining an injunction 
restraining the Newton city govern- 
ment from interfering with his activi- 
ties at the big pit area. 

L. Chase Kepner asked for the con- 
struction of a sewer in Grove Hill 
Park, Newtonville from Prospect ave. 
southerly for a distance of 357 feet. 
After having contracted for a new 
house on that street, Mr. Kepner said 
he found there is no sewer in the 
street. He had. a cesspool built, but 
it will not function properly, water 
and sewage bus been backing into the 
cellar of his new home, and as a 
health measure the sewer is necessary. 
He said he was willing to have a 
sewer built through his father’s land, 
but the City Engineer informed him 
this plan would lie impractical and 
tlie cost exorbitant. Joseph Hayes 
of 64 Prospect ave. objected to the 
sewer because it would cause expense 
to himself and other abuttors who 
would not benefit. He suggested that 
Kepner’s bouse be connected with a 
sewer through land of Howard Rey- 
nolds and Neal O’Hara. 

Ernest Harvey, city engineer, said 
Haves’ suggestion is not practical. 
Sewers cannot be laid through other 
persons’ properties, and there will

The petition of Kerrigan Brothers 
for a permit to deal in new and used 
cars at 1172 Bear-on st.. Newton High- 
lands was given a public hearing at 
the meeting of the Board of Alder- 
men on Monday night. A considerable 
number of Waban residents were pres- 
ent. but their sentiments on the mat- 
ter were not ascertained as the hear- 
ing was rather abruptly closed with- 
out the usual "showing of hands" to 
poll those for and against. 

Edward O. Proctor of Glen ave.. 
Newton Centre appeared as attorney 
for Kerrigan Brothers. He said his 
clients have been doing busine«s in 
Newton for many years, conducting a 
garage at Newton Centre and a fill- 
ing station at Newtonville. He said 
they have spent $5000 on Improve- 
ments at the Beacon st. garage since 
they acquired it last February. He 
said that the building at 1172 Bea- 
con st. was in use when the zoning 
ordinan e was passed in -1 •• j j Mr 
Proctor stated that he could allay the 
fear raised in Waban by the sending 
out of post cards which gave the im- 
pression that the petitioners intend to 
operate a large, outdoor sales place- 
tor used cars. He explained that the 
Kerrigans have become agents for two 
makes of automobiles and must sell 
used cars as a result. They will agree 
to keep these used cars within the 
building, using the basement for this 
purpose. Mr. Proctor argued tha 
there are tour filling stations at the 
corners of Walnut and Beacon sts.. not 
far distant from 1172 Beacon st., there 
is a granite salesroom nearby, and 
also a greenhouse. Residents in 
homes nearby do not oppose the peti 
tion. Proctor said that last year he 
had. as an official of the Newton Cen- 
tre Improvement Association opposed 
a used car sales place next to the 
S. F. Smith house at Centre st., New- 
ton Centre. At that time, Mr. Holt, 
one of those who also protested 
against the used cars sales place at 
Newton Centre, had suggested the 
1172 Beacon st. locus as an ideal site 
for such a business. 

G. W. Pitbladdo. who conducts the 
granite business at 1106 Beacon st 
asked why the Kerrigans have been 
selling automobiles at 1172 Beacon 
st. when they had no permit to do 
so. Proctor answered that his clients 
did not know they had to have such 
a permit, and when they became 
aware of the requirement, filed the 
petition. 

Joseph Congdon of 281 Waban a\e. 
opposed the petition because the 
granting of it might lead to a large 
I tract of land in that vicinity becom- 
ing a business area instead of being 
developed into a high class residen- 
tial section which would bring much 
more revenue to the city. He said 
that since 1S97 he has been trying to 
develop Waban as an attractive resi- 
dential place, and today it ranks sec- 
ond as the wealthiest precinct in New- 
ton. Alderman Colby asked Congdon 
if he would agree to the granting of 
the petition if the used cars are kept 
within the building. Mr. Congdon re- 
plied that he believes the cars will 
eventually be kept outside because 
few cars can be stored and sold in a 
small garage, only 40 by 50 feet in 
size. 

Alderman Cronin questioned Mr. 
Congdon regarding his business, and 
the ownership of properties near Ker- 
rigan’s garage. Cronin asked Cong- 
don if he had been asked to protest 
by Charles E. Hatfield, owner of ad- 
joining land. Congdon said he had 
not even seen Hatfield in regard to 
the matter. Alderman Temperley 
asked Attorney Proctor if he did not 
recall that owners of nearby proper- 
ties have attempted in recent years 
to have such properties changed from 
residence to business zone, and the 
granting of the Kerrigan petition 
would have a tendency to let down 
the bars? Proctor answered that there 
are business places in the vicinity, and

Alderman McKay expressed the be- 
lief that the amendment to the zon- 
ing ordinance passed last year will 
prohibit any used cars being stored 
outdoors as the permit restricts their 
sale and storage to the building. Al- 
derman Rawson agreed with him. Al- 
derman Hutchinson inquired if the 
Waban Improvement Association is 
against the petition. Alderman Walk- 
er answered that the executive com- 
mittee of the improvement society is 
not opposed to the petition if the 
business will be confined to the build- 
ing.

Seems to me that it would he of 
great benefit if we were to have a 
cocktail lounge in every home main- 
tained by the State. 

Municipal garages for all automobile 
owners paid for by taxes on people 
who cannot afford to own cars. * 

Appointment of a public referee for 
every neighborhood who may lie 
called in to settle disputes when the 
family are quarrelling over which ra- 
dio program shall be turned on. 

Free movie tickets to families of 
more than two children. 

Perpetual candidates who never at- 
tain elective office shall be restricted 
to running every third year. 

Income tax blanks shall contain a 
coupon representing a lottery ticket 
The State shall conduct a lottery so 
that one in every ten who pay in- 
come taxes shall stand to win hack 
the full amount of his lax plus $1000 
bonus. 

Sidewalks shall be steam-heated in 
winter and electrically refrigerated in 
summer.

62 YEARS AGO 


Newton Republican, Jan. 30, 1875 

The Newton city government, com- 
prising the Mayor, six aldermen and 
twelve members of tho Common Coun- 
cil includes 1 farmer, 1 contractor, 
1 tencher, 1 druggist, 1 publisher, 1 
paper dealer, 1 dry goods merchant, 
1 broker, 1 flour and produce dealer, 

3 retired merchants, 3 manufacturers, 

4 real cstnte agents. It is notice- 
able that the City Solicitor is the 
only member of his profession in any 
department of the city government. 

The water question is becoming 
one of serious import to Newton where 
many families for weeks and months 
have been put to the expense of pro- 
curing water outside their own prom- 
ises. sometimes from quite a dis- 
tance. Springs give less abundance 
each day, and then fail. Wells, sup- 
posedly incapable of being pumped 
dry, and which have nobly respond- 
ed to all calls for 10 or 20 years, 
have become dry. Many families have 
been on short allowance as regards 
water. The cold weather holds on; 
only snow falls, and that not in large 
quantity. Not only in Newton, but 
in nearly every town and city, wheth- 
er provided with water works, or 
not, comes the same cry for water. 
Manufacturers dependent on water 
power, are shortening the running 
time of their mills. A water dearth 
seems to prevail in the land.

50 YEARS AGO 


Newton Graphic, Jan. 22, 1887 

At Newton Corner on Wednesday 
morning the thermometer registered 
15 below zero. Newtonvllle boasted IS 
below; Upper Falls had the b 
story with a claim of 21 below. 

The Baptist Choir meetings at New- 
ton on Saturday nights are always 
largely attended, and each week there 
is a half hour’s entertainment aside 
from the rehearsal. Last Saturday 
Miss Wheeler read an original paper 
written by one of the ladles of the 
church, Mr. C.ow read part of “The 
Symphony” by Lauier; and Miss Net- 
tie Stile sang a very pretty song. 


The gate tender at the Centre street 
crossing, Newton Corner saved a lady 
from a terrible death Wednesday af- 
ternoon by snatching her off the track 
from in front of one of the fast ex- 
press trains. All who saw the af- 
fair were terrified nt the lady’s dan- 
ger. 


A sleigh load of Bigelow School pu- 
pils under care of Miss Dyer, enjoyed 
a ride last Saturday through Brigh- 
ton to the Brookline toboggan slide 
at Corey Hill. After watching the 
coasters the party came home through 
Watertown, Waltham and Newton- 
vllle. 


Now that the Boston & Albany Rail 
road lias demonstrated the practicabil- 
ity of lighting cars by electricity, it 
is hoped they will introduce it into 
their cars. A car so lighted made a 
trial trip around t lie Newton Circuit 
last Friday night and gave excellent 
satisfaction. In the interior of tho 
car were ten 25 candle power in- 
candescent lights. Besides these there 
was a light on each platform of the 
car. something that would be a great 
safeguard for passengers getting on 
and off. The electricity comes from 
a storage battery, placed under the 
car, and weighing 1500 pounds. One 
charge of the battery will light the 
car for 10 hours. 


Tlie great event of the week in 
Newton was the lire on Sunday morn- 
ing when the Eliot Congregational 
Church at Newton was entirely de- 
stroyed. entailing a loss of $70,000. 
The fire was discovered shortly after 
8 o’clock by a lady and gentleman 
passing by. One ran to Dr. Frisble’s 
house to get the key to the lire alarm 
box. and the other to Dr. Scales’ 
house, where a key was obtained. The 
alarm was sent in at 8:20. A second 
alarm was sent within five minutes, 
followed by n general alarm. The 
wooden building gave great advan- 
tage to the flames. The weather was 

mild, roofs of houses nearby covered 
with deep snow and tills prevented a 
conflagration. As it was. burning cin- 
ders were carried for over half a 

mile. The fire started where a pipe 
leading from one of the five furnaces 
in the building had parted, causing 
the woodwork to get aflame. 

The burning building presented n 
grand sight, immense masses of 
smoke rolled up through long sheets 
of flame. Firemen poured several 
streams of water on the great tower, 
213 feet high, causing it to topple 
over onto the main church building. 
Had not this precaution been taken, 
houses nearby would have been en- 
dangered. The tower contained the 
lire alarm hell, which cost $400 and 
was the only one in this part of the 
city. It fell at 9:3o. it Is proposed 
to erect a temporary bell tower at 
Farlow Park. The church building 
was erected in 1800-1801. It was the 
largest in the city. 200 feet long and 
IO0 feet wide. The auditorium was on 
the second floor and had a seating 
capacity of 1200. 

25 YEARS AGO 

Newton Graphic, January 12, 1912 

The action of tin* Newton Board ni 
Aldermen In advocating the rejection 
of the hill to authorize liquor li- 
ct-nses for clulm in no-llcense mu- 
nicipalities will meet with tile approv- 
al of a large number of our citizens. 
They realize that the opening such 
a hill might make in the temperance 
barriers in this city. 



Last year fifteen persons were fa- 
tally injured or killed in Newton as 
a result of automobile uccidents. Ot 
this number ten wero pedestrians and 
three were persons riding bicycles. In 
the first 15 days of this month three 
more pedestrians have been fatally in- 
jured on streets In this city. How 
many more pedestrians will he vic- 
tims of automobiles in Newton before 
definite action will bo taken to make 
our streets safer? 

For years we have been constantly 
advocating tlie restoration of the traf- 
fic squad of eight motorcycle police- 
men which was reduced a few years 
ago to two men. Recently the New- 
ton Board of Aldermen voted to ap- 
point a special committee to study 
the question of automobile accidents 
In this city. In his inaugural address 
or January 1st Mayor Childs referred 
to tlie large number of automobile fa- 
talities. lie commented that — “in 
most cases where there have been 
court proceedings, the adjudications 
would seem to indicate that the pedcs- 
tian is largely at fault.” 

The court adjudications may have 
absolved the drivers of the automo- 
biles involved, Mr. Mayor, and indicat- 
ed that the pedestrians were at fault. 
But, inquests held on these fatal ac- 
cidents indicated that some of the 
drivers were at fault, and complaints 
of dangerous driving and manslaugh- 
ter were issued ngninst them. It is 
significant that a large percentage of 
tho pedestrians killed were aged per- 
sons. some hit when they had almost 
succeeded in reaching the safety of 
tlie opposite sidewalk on the street 
they were crossing. 

If the Mayor or the Aldermen want 
a demonstration of the danger any pe- 
destrian faces while attempting to 
( t oss Newton streets, let them observe 
tlie speeds at which motor vehicles 
are operated along Washington, Wa- 
tertown, Waltham, Boylston, Centre, 
Beacon. Commonwealth ave. and other 
streets in Newton which many pedes- 
trians must cross. Aged persons 
start to cross these streets, particu- 
larly after dark, with not an automo- 
bile near. And before they can cross 
the highway some car rushes upon 
them at a speed of 40 or more miles. 
What are you going to do about it. 
Mayor Childs? Are you going to let 
the situation rest by commenting that 
— “court adjudications would seem to 
indicate that the pedestrian is largely 
at fault.” or are you going to recom- 
mend that the streets of Newton shall 
again be patrolled by a sufficient num- 
ber of motorcycle policemen to curb 
speeders and reckless drivers? 

Many members of the Newton police 
department do not obtain complaints 
against any speeders or autoists who 
violate automobile or traffic laws. 
Some of them have remarked to us — 
“What's the use. If we make a com 
plaint the case is fixed.” There ha3 
been too much "fixing” in Newton, 
and about every place else in this 
country. It is one of the principal rea- 
sons why 37,000 persons were victims 
of automobile accidents in the U. S. A. 
last year. And, we again repeat 
that ultra kind hearted, or “good fel- 
low" judges who place the cases of 
speeders or other violaters of auto- 
mobile laws on file, or give offenders 


suspended fines, are not promoting 
highway safety. 

Human life is being held more and 
moro cheaply. In former years when 
a man or woman committed murder 
or manslaughter, tho killer was faced 
with capital punishment or life Im- 
prisonment, if a murderer, or with 
many years In prison if guilty of man- 
slaughter. Contrast this with tho 
“punishment” recently imposed on a 
politician found guilty of having been 
responsible for the death of an aged 
man whom he fatally Injured. While 
under the influence of liquor he kicked 
the old man. Although tho assault 
was unjustified, the young man found 
guilty of manslaughter was not sen- 
tenced to servo even 30 days in jail, 
lie had only to pay a fine. 

Then there is the case of tho young 
woman who at a drunken party shot 
mul killed nn elderly man. After serv- 
ing only several months of an 8 years’ 
sentence, she was freed from prison 
because she had nightmares. Do you 
wonder that prisoners riot who have 
to remain In jails for years because 
they committed some far less serious 
offenco, such as larceny or transgres- 
sion of a law against morals? Are 
you surprised at the constantly in- 
creasing disregard of law and order. 

In the neighborhood where we live 
are a number of dogs. The owners 
of most of these canines have enough 
consideration for those who reside 
near them to keep their pets in 
nights. A couple permit their dogs to 
wander about after midnight, barking 
loudly. We can easily distinguish 
the voices of these pests. So, we 
knew when there was a strange dog 
in our neighborhood tlie other night. 
He started his first outburst of bark- 
ing about 11 o’clock, and he repeated 
the performance a few times during 
tho early morning hours. When we 
went out to get our car in tho morn- 
ing we found the canine vocalist. He 
was a wire-haired fox terrior who 
lmd followed a small boy home, and 
had camped during the night on our 
neighbor’s back steps, while he was 
not strolling and barking. He wore a 
collar without his owner’s name in- 
scribed thereon, and with no license 
tag attached. Obviously lost, he was 
bedraggled, but full of sauciness. He 
readily entered our car. and when we 
met a policeman we asked him to take 
the lost dog. We were advised to 
take the dog to the “pound” at the 
city stnble on Crafts st. 

After getting some meat for the 
stray terrier, we took him to the 
Crafts st. stable. We learned that the 
“pound” exists in theory and not in 
fact. There are no facilities at the 
8 table for keeping lost dogs. A shep- 
herd dog had been interned at the sta- 
ble since the previous night and a 
telephone message had been sent to 
the M. S. P. C. A. to call for this 
dog. So. less than two hours after 
we bad taken tlie stray fox terrier 
to the “pound,” he was on his way 
to the Angell Memorial Hospital in 
Roxbury. He was kept there for sev- 
eral days in case his owner might 
come to cluim him. It seems to us, 
however, that there should be a

ST0NEHAM GETS BREAKS 
BEATING NEWTON 3 TO 

Stoneham's hockey champions need 
ed the breaks of the game to heat 
Newton High last Saturday at the 
Boston Garden by a score of 3-1. Cap- 
tain Cliff Thompson made one goal 
and one assist to show why he is the 
top scorer in the Greater Boston 
longue, and was the chief bee in the 
Newjon bonnet at all times. Newton’i 
best bets were Paul Brown, whose 
brilliant solo goal early In the first 
period tied the score at one-all, and 
goalie Herb Buttrick, who turned in 
a second period of 15 or more saves, 
and who was accorded the first gen- 
eral ovation given any Newton player 
this yenr. 

The score stood 1-1 before four 
minutes of the llrst period had passed 
Newton sailed in aggressively at the 
start, throwing defensemen Ben Ma- 
son and Fred Nichols Into a power 
formation behind the first line of 
Phil Greene. Paul Brown and A1 Tur- 
ner. Abruptly Thompson jumped the 
puck out of his own territory with 
only Green ahead of him, swung the 
goal to the right and passed out to 
Larry Petronl. who scored at 1:54 
Tho same combination almost scored 
immediately after, forcing Buttrick 
to save. Paul Brown took the sting 
out of the Stoneham goal a moment 
later when he carried alone through 
a Stoneham line, swung to the right 
and found the nets with a quick drive 
from 20 feet out. This goal came at 
3:37 and put Evan Johnson’s team and 
their large following back in the game 
at once. Stoneham put another point 
in the score at 10:40. Buttrick had 
three saves to make before Eramo, 
Stoneham’s defense man, let go 
loopiug shot that hit tho ice and 
hopped over Buttrick into the top of 
the nets. It was definitely a fluke 
goal, but enough to win the game. 
Stoneham made a third goal in the 
first minute of the third period when 
Dean Proctor, reserve goalie, w’as beat- 
en by Thompson from point-blank 
range through no fault of his own 
Herb Buttrick, wiry Newton goalie 
whose play has improved with every 
game, put on a sensational exhibition 
in the second period, weathering ns 
steady a barrage as any goalie lias 
been stormed with all season. Stone- 
ham attacked with a power play first, 
but the action shifted to the Stone- 
ham end of the rink, and Paul Brown 
was chased for an accidental trip of an 
opponent behind the champion’s goal. 
Jack Lane replaced Ben Mason, who 
was making a farewell appearance 
on the Newton defense, and Newton 
was beset by a power play. Buttrick 
had four saves, the last a near-goal, 
before Brown returned to the game. 
Larry Hurley of Stoneham swapped 
polite punches with Paul Brown while 
the officials were napping, but the 
lines were changed, and Brown’s line 
was rested. The Barry, Lane, Cole 
line was panicked by a Stoneham 
stampede, and before the puck left 
the Newton zone Herb Buttrick had 
stopped the rubber with everything 
but his head. Kicking out with his 
leg pads, turning them out with his 
skates and gloves, he was unbeatable, 
and the storm of applause that en- 
couraged him did not subside until a 
drive from Joe Tole’s stick glanced 
off his head and stunned him, putting 
a timely stop to the Stoneham bliz- 
zard. Returning to the game, Herb 
brought the first line with him, but 
A1 Turner and Phil Greene quickly 
went off for infractions of the code. 
Turner was ousted for antagonizing 
Thompson with a pretense at high- 
sticking, although Cliff might well 
have gone along. Green’s offense 
was not a hoard check, but he crowd- 
ed an opposing wing so effectively that 
he was canned by the overofficious 
officials. 

The penalties on Turner and Green 
came so late in the period that they 
were effective beginning the last peri- 
od. Dean Proctor, relieving Buttrick in 
the Newton goal, did well enough to 
let only one goal get by, with Paul 
Brown, Fred Nichols and Jack Lane 
protecting him from the thundering 
horde. It took just 38 seconds for a 
set-up to materialize, and it found 
Thompson and Eramo parked near the 
net with the puck and they wasted 
no time in scoring, Thompson flipping 
one over Proctor for the third goal. 
No defense was near at the moment, 
and Proctor had no chance to save. 
He made several fine saves during 
that last period. Phil Green came in- 
to his own at this point, stepping into 
the Stoneham forwards with a will 
and making several good plays. He 
spilled Thompson and Eramo to spoil 
successive rushes, then made a beau- 
tiful counter-attack, circling from the 
left und setting up a pass out that 
Turner and Brown both misBed in 
front of the goal. Green and Thomp- 
son were sent off for a slight flare-up 
a few plays afterward. The game end- 
ed peaceably, leaving Stoneham vir- 
tually unchallenged us kingpin of tho 
Greater Boston circuit.

CROWDS SEE NEWTON 
BEAT MEDFORD IN TRACK 


Conch Don Enoch saw his Newton 
High track team through their first 
test of the new yenr last week when 
they outclassed a good Medford team 
55 1/3 to 21 2/3 at’ Newtonville. The 
old drill shed was a hopelessly inade- 
quate placo for the crowd that swarm 
ed in hundreds to start the 1936 
champions off on tho right foot. They 
all but swung from the rnfters, and 
nctunlly crowded the runners during 
some events. Medford got ono first 
place when Eddie Dugger, colored 
flash, won tho hurdles and another 
when they beat a second-choice Now- 
ton relay team. Dugger was also ver. 
near victory in tho dash, in which 
Paul Forte, state sprint king, was 
given the Judges’ decision and Bud 
Hines was placed third after a blanket 
finish. 

Newton got off to a fine start when 
Joe Monaco, Medford’s touted shot- 
putter, fell far short of his distanco 
and took third place behind Newton’s 
Harvey Isliani and Lee Evans. All 
three heaves were under 39 ft. Ed 
Dugger won Medford's only first In 
the low hurdles, beating by a stride 
Don McKinnon of Newton, as Dick 
Herliliy took third for Medford. Tho 
dash was so close that a photograph 
of the finish gave Dugger the advan- 
tage, if any, over his rivals, but Forte, 
notoriously strong in the finishes, was 
lucky to keep his record Intact. 

Hines Steals 300 Victory 

The first real surprise of tho meet 
was tile appearance of Frank Hines 
as a “300” man. An understudy to 
Forte in the sprints last year, Hines 
ran the fastest heat of tho 300 to 
steal the event from his captain, Bud 
Muther, while Caulfield Twomey, Med- 
ford’s strong man, ran the third fast- 
est time. Hines won at 35.9s, Muther 
at 36.2, and Twomey at 36.8. In an- 
other surprise event, Joe Gallant, run- 
ning his first indoor race, beat Two 
mey in a well-judged final sprint. 
Following his instructions, Gallant 
stayed behind Twomey until late in 
the race, overtaking him on the back- 
stretch and beating him to the tapo 
in 1.22. Jerry Allen came up fast to 
take third place. 

Newton showed strength to spare 
in the 1000, Bill Kelly winning from 
Mark Cortliell and Basil Babcock in 
the fair early season time of 2 min. 
34 sec. Cortliell led the pack until 
the last 300 yards, when Kelly went 
ahead for the finish. Another sweep 
came in tho broad jump, as Paul Forte 
went out 10 ft. 1% in. for one of the 
best performances of the day, and the 
other places went to Stew McNeil at 
9 ft. 11 6/8 in. and Dick Massell at 
9 ft. 10 1/8. Mark Messier won the 
high jump at 5 ft. 8 in., and second 
place was split three ways among Yel 
land and Shaekford ioC Newton and Ed 
Dugger of Medford. If Forte had 
jumped one inch further in the broad 
jump, a checkup shows, he would have 
equalled a record set before he was 
born, the mark of 10 ft. 2% in. made 
by I*. L. Kelley of the class of 1915 
The present record for a jump from 
the floor, without a takeoff, is held 
by Stan Johnson, '32, at 10 ft. 1 in.

Al- 
derman Cronin, who believes that no 
property owners should ho assessed 
for sewers from which they obtain no 
benefit, asked the City Engineer why 
others than the petitioner should bo 
assessed. 

Appropriations passed by tho Board 
included — Law Department, $205 to 
reimburse Patrolman George Hennrl- 
kus for injuries received while on 
duty; Playground Department, materi- 
al for WPA projects — Allison Park, 
$3000; Cold Spring playground, $3000; 
Nevada street playground, $1500; Ed- 
niands park, $2000; Auburndale 
Park, $2000; Public Building Depart- 
ment, paint and materials for WPA 
painting projects on schools and otn- 
er buildings, $3000; Street Department 
for drain at Crafts and Waltham sts., 
$1740; for manhole and catch basins 
on Lexington st., $470; Water Depart- 
ment, mains In various streets, $1080. 

The City Treasurer was authorized 
to accept $2120 of Federal Funds to 
aid dependent children. Tho trustees 
of the Cousens Fund were authorized 
to sell property at 742 Boylston st., 
which was taken on a mortgage fore- 
closure. They were also authorized 
to issue a new loan of $4000 on this 
property and a loan of $6000 on an- 
other parcel of property. An applica- 
tion from John Donnelly & Sons for 
a permit to erect a big billboard on 
the roof of the building at 1397 Wash- 
ington st., West Newton, was refused.

Rev. M. R. Boynton 
Is Installed

given by the Rev. Edward C. Boynton 
of Scnrsdale, N. Y., brother of Dr. 
M. Russell Boynton. 

Dr. Boynton becomes tho 13th Min- 
ister in tho 273 yenrs of the existence 
of First Church in Newton. He suc- 
ceeds the Rev. Jay T. Stocking, D.D., 
who was Moderator of the National 
Council of Congregational Churches 
and who died about a year ago after 
a brief pastorate of only 8 months. 

Dr. Boynton has come to First 
Church from the Bryn Mawr Com- 
munity Church in Chicago. During the 
16 years of his pastorate there the 
church grew from a membership of 
280 to 1650 and as a result of two 
building enterprises, conducted dur- 
ing his ministry, the value of the 
church property increased from $50,- 
000, to something in excess of half a 
million dollars. At various times Dr. 
Boynton was President of the Board 
of Trustees and Moderator of the 
Congregational Conference of Illinois; 
was President of the Chicago Con- 
gregational Club and for many years 
a director of tho Chicago Congrega- 
tional Union. In tho larger fellow- 
ship of the church he was a member 
of the Administrative Committee of 
the Church Extension Boards and 
Chairman of the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the Congregational Church 
Building Society. He also was the 
representative of the Protestant 
Churches in the membership of the 
Chicago Rotary Club, the first and 
largest Rotary Club in the world. 

Dr. Boynton graduated from Am- 
herst College and attended Andover 
Newton Theological Seminary when 
it was affiliated with Harvard Univer- 
sity. On graduating from the Semin- 
ary he became Assistant Minister to 
his father, the Rev. Nehemiah Boyn- 
ton, D.D., in the Clinton Avenue Con- 
gregational Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
then for a year and a half was Chap- 
lain in the U. S. Navy with the Third 
Provisional Regiment, U. S. M. C., 
stationed at San Domingo City, and 
for the last 16 years has been Min- 
ister of the Bryn Mawr Community 
Church in Chicago.

Professor Brewer G. Whitmore, of 
the department of Government at 
Smith College, was the guest speaker 
it last Tuesday’s meeting of the 
Auburndale Woman's Club. Professor 
Whitmore reviewed for his attentive 
audience the development of tho 
United States Government and its 
workings. He suggested that his a u di- 
read and reread tho Constitu- 
tion. He explained that the Constitu- 
tion lias been changed by four meth- 
ods: first, by statute method; second- 
ly. by custom, and that no president 
lias ever had a third term, that prece- 
dent never being been violated since 
George Washington’s time, even 
though there is nothing in the Consti- 
tution to prevent it; third, by amend- 
ments. of which there have been twen- 
ty-one, and at the present time there 
is a proposed 22nd one. concerning 
hlld labor: and fourth, by interpre- 
tation. The legislatures of the forty* 
iglit States, Congress, and the Pres- 
ident all are correct in interpreting 
the Constitution as they like, he said. 
Professor Whitmore gave a clear and 
concise picture of the Supreme Court, 
its members and duties. A fact wor- 
thy of note cam** to light as tlie speak 
er discussed tlie Supreme Court, 
liamelv. that up to 1933 the Supreme 
Court bad. out of 35,000 acts of Con- 
gress, declared only fifty-eight null 
and void. 

Preceding this worthwhile lecture, 
Mr. Charles Boyd, Tenor soloist at tho 
New Old South Church. Boston, de- 
lighted his audience with a voice that 
possessed both magnitude and sweet- 
ness. Included in bis selections were 
"Dedication.” by Franz; "Expectan- 
cy.” by Stickles; and “Sweet Songs of 
Long Ago." Mrs. Ruth Ferber, presl 
dent of the Women’s Republican Club 
of Watertown, was Mr. Boyd’s accom- 
panist. 

During the business meeting, Mrs. 
Edwin H. Dyer, the Club’s Contact 
Member for the State Federation divi- 
sion of Physically Handicapped, re- 
quested that members send colored 
wooden beads to the Children’s Hos- 
pital for the ill children’s use.

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Will Take Naps at 
Kindergartens 


At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday night 
Supt. of Schools Warren reported on 
the matter of children attending after- 
noon sessions of kindergartens. In 
certain sections of the city so many 
mothers have sent their small chil- 
dren to kindergartens in recent years 
that it became necessary to hold two 
sessions; one in the morning, the 
other in the afternoon. Some mothers 
objected to the late session, claiming 
their children's health was affectod 
by not having an afternoon nap. Mr. 
Warren said that physicians who are 
experts on child health are unanimous 
in stating that afternoon kindergar- 
ten sessions are not detrimental to 
the health of young children. He 
said that next Monday children who 
have been attending morning kinder- 
garten sessions will be transferred to 
afternoon sessions in schools where 
crowding necessitates the two ses- 
sions. Children who have been at- 
tending afternoon sessions will go 
mornings. 

Mr. Warren stated that a letter has 
been sent to parents of kindergarten 
pupils who will attend afternoon ses- 
sions. The letter asks the mothers 
to give the children a rest period at 
home mornings and an early noon- 
day meal. It explains that the chil- 
dren will have an afternoon rest 
period at school, and that clean mats 
will be provided for the children to 
lie on. Director Luise Diez, State Di- 
rector of Child Hygiene reported that 
there is no objection to the children 
resting on clean mats. 

The appointments of two new teach- 
ers were confirmed. Frances Harper, 
a graduate of a college at Lynchburg, 
Virginia, and who has been teaching 
at Wood College, Maryland, was ap- 
pointed instructor in physical edu- 
cation at Newton High School. Cora 
M. Keith was appointed teacher of 
the 4th grade at Cabot School. Kath- 
erine F. Murphy was appointed a 
clerk in the School Department office. 
She will succeed Mrs. Mabel Goldrick 
who resigned.

where he is spending some weeks. 
The Superior Court referred the issue 
between the city and Wilbur to a mas- 
ter. Hearings were held several we ks 
ago with City Solicitor BartR-tt rep- 
resenting the City of Newton. The 
master has made no decision. 

It was the opinion of the Aldermen 
when they passed the amendment on 
January IS prohibiting heavy trucks 
on Dedham street, that they have the 
legal right to pass such a traffic ordi- 
nance, regardless of any legal contro- 
versy over the continuance of Wilbur’s 
injunction which permits him for the 
present to operate the gravel pit un- 
der a non-conforming use.

Norman Thomas Speaks At 
Community Forum On 
“A Program For Our Times” 

Says People Must Become Socially Conscious Before Conditions 
Can Be Improved 


Norman Thomas, loader of the Sn- 
• ialist Party, spoke last Sunday after 
noon before a larg** audience in the 
Newton High School auditorium His 
subject was "A Program for our 
Times”. 

Mr. Thomas laid special stress at 
the beginning of his lecture and 
throughout it upon the fact that we 
cannot lay out a particular program 
for improvement and advancement 
either politicaliy or economically un- 
til the people become sufficiently so- 
cially conscious to see the underlying 
philosophy in government and in busi- 
ness both at home and abroad. All is- 
sues. he said, have a superficial sig- 
nificance which most of tlie people see 
all of the time but which is of little 
value. There is far more importance 
in the fundamental truth of a matter 
whicli few have the intellectual curi- 
osity to sound out and analyze 

Once upon a time, when this coun- 
try was in the making, it might have 
been comparatively simple to outline 
a program and carry it through, but 
each year brings unforeseen complica- 
tions and hindrances, new problems 
which, because of their newness, lack 
a perspective view for those facing 
them. Mr. Thomas cited the present 
time. We feel just now that the de- 
pression is lifting, that better days are 
just over the crest of the hill, but he 
did not say that the depression was a 
part of the dim past. He merely and 
conservatively stated that we were ex- 
periencing a temporary relief. Neither 
did he go to the other extreme and 
say that it would return. As a result 
of the depression there has been some 
change but nothing radical: there is 
the same basic system of private 
ownership and the same insecurity. 

As far as balancing the budget Is 
concerned. Mr. Thomas does not feel 
it possible to get very far by merely 
redistributing the wealth. It may serve 
to balance the budget, but it will not 
stabilize it. He believes that we must 
increase production. This current idea 
of over-production is a tremendous 
misnomer, for in 1928 and 1929 which 
were the best years in the business 
field, only two thirds of a suit was 
manufactured per man. Is that over- 
production? 

Speaking of the Mississippi flood, 
which is the worst in years, Mr. Thom- 
as said that the people living in the 
flooded area exist under such poverty- 
stricken circumstances that their rel- 
ative positions before and after the 
flood are practically equal, whereas, 
if they lived in even me igre comfort, 
a flood such as this would mean a tre 


mendous loss to them. He said that 
there is no need for such poverty and 
the people of this country and of ev- 
ery country must become cognizant 
of and sympathetic with this fact be- 
fore there can come any lasting effect 
from a definite economic or social 
program. Production, he said, should 
be- for the collective profit of the peo- 
ple and not for individual profit. 
There is too much going to the peo- 
ple who do not work and too little to 
the people who do work. 

The speaker divided the major 
countries of the world into two claa- 
es: The House of Have and the House 
of Have Not. Into the former he put 
Germany, Italy and Japan. Into the 
latter he put Russia, England, France 
and the United States of America. 
What significant relationship if any 
exists between the type of government 
of the forme'- class and Its economic 
condition as compared to the type of 
government of the latter class and its 
economic condition? The world has 
been made interdependent but it is 
divided between nations, among na- 
tions and within nations. We must 
change the basic character of the 
world, change the system that breed3 
war. We are still trying to substitute 
a make-shift program, it will not suf- 
fice. We must make machinery the 
slave of man and not the opposite as 
has been the case. We have outgrown 
the world of our forefathers, therefore 
it is more necessary that we keep 
the ways of peace more carefully for 
being so close together and conse- 
quently having to share and share 
alike more and more as time goes on.

INVITING FURTHER TROUBLE 

The proposed extension of the parkway along the Charles 
River is of great interest to Newton citizens and particularly 
those of the Nonantum section. The roadway will follow the 
river for the most part, under the present plans, but will util- 
ize the broad, straight stretch of California street from the 
Watertown line to Bridge street. The extension of the parkway 
is highly desirable if funds are available for the work, reliev- 
ing as it will much of the traffic congestion between Water- 
town and Waltham and providing a more convenient access for 
residents on the northern side of Newton to Boston. There will 
be and should be strenuous objection to the use of California 
street, however, as many pedestrians cross this thoroughfare 
and many children use the playground facilities in the vicinity. 
A number of serious accidents, some fatal, have occurred on 
California street because its width and straightness invite speed 
from the auto driver. To increase the volume of traffic there 
to any great extent is only inviting further trouble. Newton 
officials should make every effort to have the roadway follow 
the river the whole route before final plans are adopted.

Judging from the talk among build- 
ers next season will be an unusually 
busy one in Newton as a large num- 
ber of new houses will be put up. 


The second of the Horticultural So- 
ciety’s winter meetings was held on 
Tuesday evening at City Hall, a large 
attendance being present. The ques- 
tion discussed was the need of sewer- 
age in Newton. John W. Carter read 
a paper in which the question >%as 
treated in an able and exhaustive man- 
ner. He said that 10 years ago com- 
missioners for drainage and sewerage 
were appointed by the City of New- 
ton and an appropriation of $3000 
made for their expenses. They engaged 
a consulting engineer and in Decem- 
ber 1S79 they submitted their report 
together with that of their engineer. 
They recommended in substance a 
system of main and branch sewers 
covering parts of Wards 7, 1, 2 and 3 
whose outlet would be on the south- 
ern bank of the Charles River near 
the Watertown arsenal. Their engi- 
neer was of the opinion that with skil- 
ful management the sewage of New- 
ton could be discharged below the 
water level for many years to come 
without much objection or just cause 
for complaint, and lie had no hesita- 
tion in recommending it as the most 
feasible plan. The commissioners had 
thought it feasible to defer for some 
years the construction of a main drain 
from Maple street. Newton to the 
site opposite the Watertown arsenal. 
In the meantime the outlet for the 
discharge would be into the river at 
a point further West, near the for- 
mer site of Brackett’s Wharf just 
below the end of Jefferson street, New- 
ton. 

Mr. Carter reviewed the history of 
drainage and sewerage for many cen- 
turies and tiie fearful price paid in 
the middle ages for ‘the neglect of 
sanitary laws. Newton’s problem 
deals with her 20,000 population, Iter 
systems of cesspools, the great quan- 
tity of surface and sub-soil wate>\ 
more or less contaminated, and the 
1,000,000 gallons of city water used 
per day and then poured out to be- 
come a standing menace to health. 

There were over 200 guests at the 
new power station of the Newton 
Electric Light Company at Crafts st , 
Newtonville, on Tuesday night to wit- 
ness the exhibition of its system of 
electric lighting. The guests cau- 
tiously watched the engine and dy- 
namo attached and also inspected the 
soverul kinds of lights exhibited. Only 
one dynumo, of the Thoinpson-Hous- 
ton type, capable of running 45 arc 
lights, is used at present. Others will 
be elided when required. Only one 
engine will be run at present, but 
there is boiler power sufficient rot- 
six, and it is hoped customers will 
conic in such abundance that the six 
will be required. Besides furnishing 
elertrir lights, t h« c ompany intends to 
Mtruish power for u street railway, 
if they get a permit for (lie latter. 
Tin y also plan to furnish incandes- 
cent lights at low tension for houses.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


The death on January 22nd of Wil- 
liam Ayles of 670 drove st., Newton 
Lower Falls, reduced the membership 
of Chnrles Ward Post, O. A. R. from 
three to two. The survivors are 
Leonard Boyd of Newton Highlands 
and Otis Gray of Newton Upper Falls. 
Middle-aged residents of Newton can 
remember when Charles Ward Post 
had a couple of hundred members; 
when the “Boys in Blue” made an 
imposing spectacle as they marched 
sturdily In Memorial Day parades. 
Now. only two remain. Life’s span 
truly Is short. 

“Bill” Ayles was in his 97th yenr. 
He was born in Kent, England, the 
son of a paper maker. His family 
emigrated to Newton Lower Falls over 
90 years ago where his father be- 
came an employee in the old paper 
mill at that village. As “Bill” Ayles 
grew up, he, too, entered the paper 
mill to work. The Civil War broke 
out in 1861 and young Ayles entered 
the U. S. Navy. He was assigned to 
the crew of the frigate Minnesota, one 
of the most formidable ships of the old 
navy. And then came that memora- 
ble day, March 8, 1862, when the “Min- 
nesota” was attacked by n craft which 
revolutionzed naval warfare. The 
Confederates had captured the U. S. 
Merrlmac, covered its sides with iron 
rails and converted it into a ram. The 
“Minnesota” could not cope with this 
terrifying opponent and was forced 
aground to await capture or destruc- 
tion the following day. But, during 
the night of March 8th, a new weird- 
appearing man-of-war was hastening to 
give battle to the Confederate’s na- 
val menace and on March 9th. Cap- 
tain John Ericcson’s invention, the 
Iron-clad “Monitor." attacked and re- 
pulsed the "Merrimac.” The “cheese- 
box on a raft” was a large factor in 
turning the tide in favor of the Union 
forces. The young papermaker from 
Lower Falls was. therefore, a partici- 
pant in one of the most famous na- 
val battles in history. Following Hie 
war he returned to Lower Falls and 
resumed his occupation in the paper 
mills. Though his war service and 
its unusual significance merited ex- 
ceptional military and naval honors, 
“Bill” Ayles’ funeral was in accord- 
ance with the simplicity of his long 
life. He was laid to rest on Monday in 
the little cemetery adjoining old St. 
Mary’s Church at Lower Falls .It is 
appropriate, in memory to Mr. Ayles. 
that each Memorial Day, veterans of 
later wars continue a beautiful cere- 
mony established years ago by the 
G. A. R.; the strewing of flowers on 
the waters of the Charles close to the 
old church, in memory of the sailors 
who served in the United States Navy. 

This week the Planning Division 
of the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion submitted to the Legislature pro- 
posals for projects to be undertaken 
in the near future. One of these is the 
extension of the parkway along the 
South side of the Charles River front 
its present terminus at Galen st.. Wa- 
tertown, along California st. and the 
river to the Waltham line,, and thence 
through Waltham toward Stony 
Brook. State representatives from 


Watertown and Waltham have been 
urging this project the past couple of 
years to provide an automobile high- 
way which will relieve the present 
congestion on Main st. which trav- 
erses the business districts of Water- 
town and Waltham. The estimated 
cost of the extension is $1,600,000. 

In Newton, according to the present 
plans, the proposed State highway 
would follow California st. from the 
Watertown line through Nonantum to 
Bridge st. From there It would fol- 
low the shore of the river to tho Wal- 
tham line near the Farwell Street 
Bridge. These plans were drawn in 
1931. Prior to that, the plans of the 
proposed parkway specified that it 
would follow the shore of the river 
from the Watertown line at Galen at. 
to the Waltham line. Then someone 
conceived the more or less brilliant 
idea of using California st. in the 
Nonantum district, ^notwithstanding 
that the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission (or Metropolitan Parkway 
Commission) had, years before, made 
land takings along the river for the 
purpose of laying out the parkway 
where it naturally would go, along the 
river hank. One alleged reason given 
for using California st. is — that it af- 
fords a straight course. Another rea- 
son advanced for the California st. 
route is — that it will permit the de- 
velopment. of a bathing beach at the 
Allison Playground. 

The people of Nonantum. especially 
those who reside in the California st. 
section, are strongly and rightly op- 
posed to the State Highway being 
routed over that street. There has 
been and is heavy traffic along Cali- 
fornia st.. including a large amount 
of truck traffic. There have been 
many serious automobile accidents on 
the street, including three fatalities 
last year. The neighborhood is thick- 
ly settled and scores of small children 
reside in the vicinity. At night many 
girls who work in the radio tube fac- 
tory walk along the street to Water- 
town. The proper route for a park- 
way is along the river, as originally 
planned, and not through an industrial 
and congested residential section. If 
a bathing beach is wanted by the 
playground authorities at Allison 
Park, it will he a simple matter to 
have a tunnel under the park- 
way from the playground to the beach. 
And if intelligent parents observed 
the condition of the water in the 
Charles River during summer months, 
they would not permit their children 
to bathe in it.

NEWTON BEATS BELMONT 
NOW TIED FOR THIRD 

Bofore a crowd of more than 5000 
at the Boston Garden rink last Sat- 
urday, Newton High held Its own In 
tlio O. B. I. S. hockey league’s seventh 
meeting by giving Belmont High a 
2-1 defeat Evan Johnson’s coming 
skaters were more charitable to the 
league cellar-dwellers than any other 
team has been this season, consider- 
ing that six goals Is the average that 
opponents have rammer] down the 
Belmont throats throughout the reg- 
ular schedule. However. Belmont lmd 
the mental advantage of having noth- 
ing to lose and almost nothing to 
gain, whereas Newton, trying new 
combinations was determined to pro- 
tect an early lead. Newton's victory 
advanced them to a triple tie with 
Medford and Arlington for third place 
in the standing. 

Newton got away to a two-goal lead 
in the first period. John “Mayor’’ 
Fitzgerald, right wing of the new for- 
ward line, scored at S:61 unassisted, 
and Fred Nichols, blond defense star, 
made it 2-0 with a solo flight at 9:16, 
just twenty-five seconds later. The 
kingpin of the second line, Fitzgerald 
teamed with center Jack Carder and 
Westy Littlefield to give Newton a 
combination that may break the spell 
of this notoriously scoreless team, for 
they had little difficulty in boring into 
the Belmont defensive zone, and 
missed several beautiful chances 
through sheer buck fever or inex- 
perience. With Jack Lane on the 
sidelines through a shoulder injury, 
Johnson paired Bud Whitehead on 
defense with Nichols. 

When Whitehead was given a pen- 
alty for tripping, Belmont put defense 
aside and rushed the Newton zone, 
and Newton had scored two quick 
goals before the big defense artist re- 
turned to the game. Fitzgerald was 
coasting out near the blue line wait- 
ing for a break, and when the pass 
came to him, he outskated the Bel- 
mont defense and got a closeup shot 
at Sharkey, who had no chance to 
save. Belmont rushed on the ensuing 
iaceoff, testing Buttrick with one 
shot by Johnson, and piling up In 
front of the goal on another auddou 
attempt. Fred Nichols got the puck 
on the next face, skated straight up 
the ice, and easily eluded John Ever- 
ett. Although Paul Brown was in 
place for a pass, Nichols had an easy 
time beating Sharkey for his first goal 
of the season. In another moment 
Whitehead returned to the game, and 
simultaneously Turner was ousted 
for a high stick, but Newton was not 
badly pressed in the remaining two 
minutes.

Dick McLellan was replaced by 
Frank Smith in the Newton goal as 
the third period began, and it was 
through this third goalie that Bel- 
mont chose to score their goal.

Newton High will defend its cham- 
pionship in the Northeastern inter- 
Rcholastic track meet tomorrow at the 
Boston Garden. More than thirty 
schools will enter teams In this first 
meet of the indoor track season. Don 
Enoch’s twenty entries have been 
made odds-on favorites to repeat the 
victory of last winter which started 
the great Wittens-Huling-Forte-Heard 
team on its devastating way to an 
undefeated year. 

\Vitten8. Heard and Huling are gone, 
hut Don Enoch has a fine crop of com- 
ing champions. Last year marked 
Forte’s first go in major competition, 
when he was defeated in the North- 
eastern meet hv Harley Masters of 
Lynn (’lassk-al. Since then he has 
seldom been beaten at this distance, 
and will he a slight ravorite to lead 
Masters and Roniboll of Everett In the 
final. Other sprinters near the top or 
likely to place are Bud Hines of New- 
ton. Dugger of Medford, Montgomery 
of Brockton and Taylor of Memorial. 

Don McKinnon, Newton’s young hur- 
dler. cannot come close to Bob Hart 
man’s record of 5.6 in the 46-yd. bur 
dies, but may place nevertheless, be- 
cause the field is not nearly as fast 
as last year’s. Mazur of Lowell and 
Ed Dugger of Medford are the rank- 
ing hurdlers in tomorrow’s meet. An- 
other record established by Bob Hart- 
man of Brookline is his 6 ft. 1 in. 
ceiling In the high jump, and it is 
fairly safe. Ralph Rvnn of Boston 
English, who will also be favored in 
the “300.” is the best of the field, 
Judging from past performance. Tin* 
dark horse of t lie up-aiul-over event 
io Newton High’s sophomore Bill Pcs- 
cosolido, who did not compete In the 
only dual meet of the season, but who 
has been flirting with altitudes above 
six feet. If he has the heart for com- 
petition that Ills brother Carl had. he 
can be depended on to go n long way. 
Mark Messier is another likely New- 
ton jumper, while Watson of Brockton 
and the same Ed Dugger of Medford 
are to in* watched. 

Witten’s departure left less of a 
vacancy In the 300-yard field than 
might he expected, with (’apt. Boh 
Muther and Frank “Bnd” Hines, vet- 
eran splinters, ready for the gun. In 
their only competition this year, run- 
ning in separate heats. Hines was the 
better in 35.9 on the day of the Med- 
ford meet. Their chief opposition will 
he supplied by Masters of Lynn, Ryan 
of English and Toomey of Medford, 
faster field than that of last year, al- 
though not one to endanger the Wit- 
tens record of 34s. In the two longer 
runs, Newton is much better fortified 
than a year ago. With Mascianica 
graduated, after setting the meet rec- 
ord for the "600” at 1.16.8, the guess 
ing is wild, and Joe Gallant and Jerry 
Allen, the Newton hopes, are in the 
thick of the figuring. Mark Corthell 
and Bill Kelly are starters In the 
"1000” although they will have the 
pace cut out for them by Everett’s 
Larry PIscione, and are capable of 
placing in flip points. Newton does 
not figure to place a shotputter. but 
is likely to make tracks in every other 
event hut the weight.
